This F4rramond had a ſeruant whom the had 
brought vp fiom a youth , in whom he much 
conhded; who degenerating from the exemplar 
life of his Chriſtiaa Maſter gaue himſelf to play 
and paſtime , and other enluing vices;and has 
money falling ſhort of his delignes,, zomake 
himlelf rich with the price of iniquity, he reſol- 
ued like another Iudas to ſell his Maſter, and 
with him divers others ; thereby ro.ghtaine the 
reward promiled to {uch as ſhould dilcouer. the 
transgreſloursof the l.w of Xogun'. Going then 
to che Gouernour of the Citty of Iends.called 
lenequida Cambioie, he tould: him that; Faramond 
was neereat had, perſiſting in his Chjiſtianitme, 
with many more , and,namely the.

voluntarie confeſſion of themſelues b:ing Chri-

ſleepe in the open ayre and fieldes , nor tinding 
any that would harbour them ; baniſht even 
from the common Innes and Tauernes. whe- 
cher no fooner a man arriues , but he in exami- 
ned,what Religion he profefſech, and if he proge 
a Chriſtian, he is ſent away with a thouſand re- 
proaches: yea the rigour is {uch, that all che-in- 
habitants ot lendo are coſtreined to glue, vp their 
names and profeſſion in writinge, & ler dovyne, 
whar Bonzo they acknowledge for' Maſter: 
W irhal che manner and behauiour of Chriſtians 
and Gearils are {o different and oppoſit , thar it

preached day and night, with fo great zeale an 


feruour that he conuerted forty Gentiles -

i ſtome in Taponiato-haue at t 
orfcbe Pris6,a howle for the Keeper, 
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the Faith of Chriſt; vho were comitted for their 
crimes. And had he lived cen daies longer, God 
gaue him hope thar all rhe reſt would follow, & 
imbrace that Religion , which was for that pre 
ſent ſo mich hated and depreſſed onall (yes. 
Thus did the Good Brother aſffilt the Geaciles, 
by preacheing,as he was accultomed, being Co- 
panion to the Father ; yer (o,that he negleQted 
not his fellow Chriſtians , whom he incouraged 
to die , And the effets appeared in the chear- 
fullnes of their countenance, and reſolution of 
their hares. Father de Angelis, who was without, 
had leſſe matter co worke vpon , hauing eight 
onely Gentiles in his Company, whome he co- 
verted and baptiſed: and being he wasſeldom 
permitred to vihr thoſe within the railes with 
any comfortable exhortation, he employed him- 
telfe in making certaine paper couers, thereby to 
relieue, the beſt he could, their corporalineceſſi. 
ties, notbeing able to attoard them ſpiriruall co. 
forts: and in this occupation was he found by 
one lent trom the Superiour of the Sociery in 
Camai , with his Irons tyed vp to his necke in a 
corde, the le(ſe ro hinder his worke, Art firſt he 
was viſited by many, who came vnder colour of 
viſiting Leo, but the Governour perceiting it, 8& 
expeting no good effeft from thence , cauſed 
to be put furcherin wich his keepers, And ta 
hoſe who reſorted vnto him, his diſcourſe was 
onely 
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onely-of heauenly matters ; ſhewinge them the 
onely way thereunto to be true Faith, and ex- 
horting them to make light of all things ſaue 


onely God , He heard the Confeſſions of the |

Chritians and filled them with joy , he alone * 


bewailed his owne diſtaſter , who vpon the ror. 
ment had diſcouered others , and the quantity 
of his reares had made vihble furrowes in his 


cheekes, 


But w:e muſt notlet paſſe one thinge which. 


befella certaine Chriſtian;who wer to viſit F.de 
Angelis, A certaine getleman named LeW:s going 
from Cami rowards Ox# , where he dwelled, 
chanced to paſſe together with his ſonne by the 
Cirty of lendo: and hearing that F. de Angelis his 
old friend was in priſon he derermined, for his 
comfort,to goeand vilit him: butthe caſe beinge 
dangerous, if he ſhould chaunce to be dilcouc- 
red,and raken for a Chriſtian, he thoughc beſt to 
dilpole of his affaires before hand, as if he had 
beene going to dy, And therefore calling his 
fonne vnto him, he acquainced him with his de- 
figne;and fer downe an order which was to be 
oblerued,concerning his wife and the reſt of his 
children,in caſeany thinge ſhould happen vnto 
him. The young man abour the age of two and 
twenty yeares replyed ; Father, I Would nor have 
yeu thinks , that I can leaue you in this dangerou 


paſage : remporall reſpeRtes alone, if «ll other morines 
failed,

failed , doe ſufficiently forbid me ; 1 Will goe my ſelſe 
and ſalute F. de Angelis in yours and my name. In 
the meane While goe home; and bazard not the per- 
ſons of ſo many, Who depende vpon you , by expoſing 
your ſelſe to 4 perſonal danger. The Gentleman re- 
mained convinced and conquered in this holy 
contention : bur it not being in his power to 
paſſe, without ſeeinge the Father ; offering vp 
his owne, and his ſonnes life , they both went 
ynto the prilon reſolving ro ſuffer what ſocuer 
encounter might befall | Jn But it plealed Al- 
mighty God, that after they had received much 
comfort from F, de Angelis and the other Chri- 
ſtians, they returned with ſafety, and edifhed 
aboue meaſure with the ioy and conſtant re- 
ſolution, which they perceived in the counte- 
tenances of thole valerous Champions of Chriit 
now alpiring after death, 


HoW the abone named fifty Chriflians 
vere burnt aliae by commaunde 
from the Xogun. 


he Cubo being returned fro Meacoto lends, 
the matters of the Chriſtias were brought 


before him, and he required to ordaine 
what his pleaſure was concerning them: he an- 
{were they sbould demaiide that of the newe Xogins 
his ſonne , 'to Whome it appertained, The Xogun 
com- 
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commaunded that as Wel the Prieſies , Who bad 
preached the faith of Chriſt.as thoſe Who had embra- 
ced it, should be burnt alive, Incredible was the 
joy of the Chriſtians , when they heard the ry- 
dings of thiscruel ſentence. F. Hieromde Angelis, 
who ſome daies before the perſecution began, 
was heard oft'tocry out and ſay; O that 1 mighs 
be burnt alive for my Redeemer; was now found by 
a certaine friend of his, who came to. viſic him, 
with a countenance, which wel made ſhew thar 
he had his harts deſire. No leſſe was the ioyfull 
applauſe of F, Francis, & all the reſt together with 
Brother $:mon, who euer & ano cryed out; Cupio 
diſſolus, & eſſe cum Chriſto, Finally vpon the 4. of 
December in the morning the miniſters of Iu- 
ſtice came vnto the priſon, to execute the fen- 
tence cf Xogun: and the firft they laid hands on 
was F. de Angelis. They tooke his Irons off his 
feere,and in heu thereof, caft athicke rope about 
his necke with which they tyed his hands be- 
kinde him: the ſame was cone to F, Francis and 
the reſt ofthe Chriſtians : who beinge bound, 
and their number taken, went ioytul] rothe place 
of execurio, The firtt of rhis happy rroope was 
F* Hierome de Angelis, wholike their Capraine 
marched before on horiebacke , with a {crole 
vpon his ſhoulders,in which his name was writ- 
ten in Capirz] letters. There followed him on 


foot Brother Simon Iempo, Leo, and otheis, to 
the

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the number of ixreene: after theſe followed F. 
Francis likewiſe on horſebacke, and with a ſcrole 
written after the ſame manner accompanied 
with ſixteen moreon foot, Then followed Tbs 
Farramundo in like manner on horſebacke, with 
his name written in a lirtle ſcrole , accompanied 
with all the reſt of the Chriſtians on foor. Before 
& behinde & on euery fide were many officers 
to hinder thatnone ſhould approach to the con- 
demned perſons. Andthus with diſplayed ban= 
ners they marched in triumph through the 
ſtreers of the City of Iendo, where the Faith of 
Chriſt did now ly bleeding, Out ofthe Cittyin 
the way leading to Camai appeared fifty pillars 
or great ſtakes planted in the place of Iuſtice, 
The three firſt next vnto the citty were ſom 
what ſeparate from the other forty ſeauen:: but 
all were compaſſed about with __ » placedin 
ſuch a diſtance that the fier beinge kindled, thoſe 
who were tyedto the ſtakes were diſtant from 
the flame neare about an armes length ; The 
number of people, who came to behould this ſpe- 
Qacle,was without number, For a ſpatious field 
andaneere bordering mountaine was quite co- 
vered ouer, There were among them many prin- 
cipal men of note, and Peeres of the Kingdom, 
whom other occaſions had called to Iendo , not 
without a particular providence of God, to the 
end they might be eye.witneſles of ſo rare an 
example 
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example , and ſee what ſtrength our holy Faith 
giveth vnto them , tht orofeſſe it, The gene- 
rous Champions ef Chriſt beinge come to the 
Place appointed, were ſtraight bound vnto their 
ſtakes; thole three onely excepted who were on 
hoiſe backe, whome they forbad ro come down 
from their horles. There {hould you haue leene 
them with their eyes lifced vp to heauen and 
their hartespanting which the loue of God, on 
whome their hopes were fixed , and from 
whome they expetted ſuccour in this Jaſt paſla- 
Be. F. de Angelis preached which incredible fer- 
vour , demonſtrating that the onely Faith of 
Cbrif, for which they cyed,was true and invio- 
lable; allother being falle and counterfer. The

ther Simon Iempe now tyed vnto his ſtake; who 
all the way as he came ceaſed not to exhort 


thofe, whome he mer,to imbrece and conſtantly | 


defence the holytaithot Cbr:t, True it 1s there 
went forth of priſon fitiy one, condemned to be 


burnt: butI have onely mentioned hfty , be- | 


Caule that vnhappy one no fooner was come to 
the place of iuſtice, bur he was let goe by the 
Officers as haninge given fignesot arelenung 
courage , and a hatt. cifloy-ll io his Redeemer. 
T he caule of their death was written; in a great 
table hangeo on high, in thele enſuinge wordes* 
Theſe men are Chriftians, 

Act length 
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At lengrh fire was pur vnto the heapes of 
woode, and there was heard a voice of allioy- 
ned in one. ecchoing forththoſe happy names of 
leſus and Marid . It is not to b= ſpoken, with 
what invincible courage they ſuflered this hors 
tible rorment.Far there was not one among fo 
many , who ſo much as ſhhmke, complained; 
or gaue the feaſt roken'of {forrow by any out- 
ward 'exprefſign , This-incredible forritude 
wroughr ſuch aUmiration in the beholders, that 
the Gentiles themſelues began co mutterto ne 
another, that.it was aboue the reach of fiature: 
fince men condemned for their deferuederitmes, 
dy with quire- different expreſſions , The Fa- 
thers, who ſtood by on horſtbacke, looked on 
with eyes of marble , and hartes impregriablez 
rendering mary thankes ro' God z, but no way 
diſmaied; which the Iudges looked for,leauing 
them for no'ocher end after the reſt , -but'to 
fright them With this bloody fpeRacle & ther- 
by drive them'vhto a new relolution , But ſo 
farre was this happy death fr6'breeding trighres 
in the minds of theſe goodmen;rhartwo others 
of the ſtanders by; a man and a woman \ infla« 
med and encouraged at the-ſ1ght thereof, ranne 
in haft , when'the flames wete at the Higheſt, 
vatothe Tribunal] ſeace of the Tudges, etyinge 
amaine that they were alſo Chriſtians ; and pro- 
feſſours of tht ſame Faith for Þbirh the forty featten 
. B djed: 
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dyed : yet could they not obtaine to be caſt out 
of hand into thole burninge flames (which was 
the top oftheir defire,who burned within with 
flames of diuine loue ; ) but were, by order of 
the Magiſtrate,carried bound into priſon, where 


thoſe that ſaw them,had a continuall mooving | 


obie@ before their eyes, declaring what power 
Gods Law hath vpon the hartes of men, and 


what- vigour is beſtowed from heauen vpon 


thoſe who deſire exaQtly ro performe his will 
ypon earth, 


The aboue mentioned having breathed out? 


their immaculate ſoules, the three on horſeback 
were taken downe, and tyed each one to his 


Rake . The firſt dext vntothe Cirty was Toby * 


Faramond, after him in order F. de Angelis , and 
the third F. Francis Galbe . Eare the fire was 
kindled , the three valorous Champions tooke 
their leaues for a moment to meete after in 


eternity , animating one an other with great . 


zeale & affetion: and F.de Azgebs did not ceaſe 
to put obs in minde of the breuity of the tor- 
ments, andtheeternity of glory , which they 


expeRted , The fier began to dilate it ſelfe and | 


mount with fury , fo that the ſeruants of God 
were ſcene onely by glimpes to ſuſtaine with 
incredible courage thoſe deuouring flames . F, 
Hierom was firlt leen turning himſelte towards 
the Citty in a@ of prayer for a while, and after- 
| wardes 
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wardes to that part whence flames came ſtif- 
lieſt vpon him ſeconded with the wind; 43 well 
to ſh: w that he feared them not, as to have oc- 
cafiant tro ſpeake vnto the people , who were 


' there in greateſt number; and from thenee for» 


ward he ftood vpright on his feer, preaching 
with incredible zeae, till the flames prevailing 
ſeparated his happy lovle from his body & then 
falling he lighe vpon his knees and ſo remained, 
A lidle afrer Faramond was ſeen to embrace a 
cruell lame, whi h came into his boſome, asa 
thing much and long d. fired, andafterthatim- 
moouable,ti' his ſtake breaking carried him pro= 
ſtrate vpon the ground, But F, Francis, who eX- 
pired the laſt, remained vpon his feet even after 
dezth-leaning vnto his ſtake, which he neuer 


' abandoned in the time of fo cruel] torment , 


Thus ended this Tragedy . Itis noteafily con» 
ceaued, what different affeions were ſtirred vp 
in the ſpeatours , atthis ſtrange obie@ : yet 
all generally agreed that their conſtancy was 
worthy of higheſt praiſes, and aboue the reſt 
they ivdged remarquable the EP of 
F. de Angelis, who might well ſeemeto be their 
captaine bothin life and death, 

The bodies burnt , ſome more, ſome lefle, 
were left in the field , with continuall watch 
ypon them for the ſpace of three daies: butthe 
Guarde was no ſooner gone, then the Chji- 
Ba Rang 
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Nians tooke-away the- bodies of the two Fa- 
thers. W hich being perceiued, fo [traight order 
vas taken , that they could not get the reſt,as 
.they had determined,

.from the new Xogun. the 4, of December; and 
the day-after in an eminent and conſpicuous 
place at, the ſound of the trumpet was recom- 
penſedthe principall Atour, who had accuſed 
them; the cryer pronouncing that to thoſe , bo 
thould do the like,liks reward should be giuen, that 
is 4 faine houſe of one of the dead Chriſtias aud thirty 
peeces of gold, which mount to fifreene hundred 
.crownes;, Lhus was the accuſer rewarded , but 
-with ſo many malediQions, thateuen the Gen» 
tiles themſelues, curled him for it, and wiſhed 
he might not long enioy it,

« Hieronyme de Angelis was Mm Italian, borne 
in Sly : he entied into the Society at 18, 
eares of age: being yet aſcholler he obtained 
ence to embarke himſelfe for the Eft Indies, 
with a defire to haue paſſed into Iaponie it co- 
pany of F, Charles Spinols . Eare they arriued 
nto that noleſle dreaded then renowned Pro» 
montory of Buns Speranta, they were forged 
to giue back and take land in Brefile, where ba- 
wing remained ſome ime, they tooke their way 
into Perrugell, and by the way were taken by 
Engliſh Pyrares, and brought into England; on 
the wzy ihe ſhip being in tull ſpeedo F. Higroms 
chaunced to fall into the fea . The hereriques 
made no great haſt ro helpe him:bur Allmigh: 


God ſtretched forth his hand and ſo ordained, - ' 


thatthe Father , who fell in at che fore-decke 
paſſing quite vnder the ſhip came vp alive atthe 
ſerne, and was freed from fo great a daunger, 
In Ezglend he was for ſome'time priſoner , as 


ſuppoled a Spenierd. Thence he was fenr to 
iy Lubos, 


|XUM 
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Lishos, where he tooke the degree of Prieſt- 
hood, and then embarked himſelt for the Indies, 
and remaining in China till the yeare 1602, fi- 
nally paſſed into his defired Iaponia. Aﬀter a 
yn ſtudie ſpent 'in learning of the language, 
ewas ſentby Superiours into Cami,and made 
Superiour of a houſe of the Society in Fuximi, 
Here he made his aboade for ſome yeares,taking 
infinit paines,'as well in cultivating and conſer- 
ving the auncient Chriſtians,as in making new, 
Hence was he called by obedience to Surungs 
the Courte of Diſs there to found a refidEnce 
for men of the Society . He went couragiouſly, 
and treading vnder foot all difficulties & oppo- 
fitions, he founded a Reſidence, which was the 
firſt of rhe Sociery in thoſe parts, He endeauou- 
red the ſame ar lendo . But the day appointed 
for the buying ef a houſe, ſuch a perſecution 
was raiſed that he was forced to retire back to 
Surunge, where he remained till all were - 
rally baniſhed out of Iaponis: tHen by order of 
obedience he left his Reſidence, and went to 
Meaco. | 
Thus baniſhed with others he went to the 
Citty Nangeſachi, and hauing obtained leaue 
to live diſguiſed is Ieponia , he gaue the bridle 
to his owne zeale , and like a hery dart paſſed 
through al thoſe Kingdoms & Provinces, & pe- 


nerrated farther to preach the Ghoſpell, ſleigh-

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ting all paine and perill for ſo worthy an end. 
Neuher was the fruit inferiour to his labours, 
When he went, there was not inall thoſe King- 
doms aboue a thouland Chriſtians , in Cams: 
but afterwardes they grew by thouſands : he 
alone for his part having baptiſed ten thouland 
inthe ume of his aboade, beſides many rhou- 
landes more baptiſed bnce, which may be atcri- 
bured tothe 1ndultry of this infatigable worke» 
man,, who was the firlt Prieſt, ſerting only a- 
fide the countries of Maſſemune (where a F, of 
S. Francis Order Jaboured for a while)who car- 
ried the, light of the holy Ghoſpell ro Fidan- 
dono, Caguicaſu, Mongami, Nambu , Sungara, all 
Prouinces of the great Kingdame of Ox«, and 
thelelues equal to kingdoms:moreouerhe pene- 
trated into the kingdoms of Techiga,Deva,S2do, 
Maſumaz pr Tez.0, which is farther then [aponia, 
He was.the t{t chat yificed & comforted tholg 
prime Cofeſfours of Chriſt, who the,ygare 1614- 
were, baniſhed into Surgery the lait skirte of 
Lapoyis, Ouercoming all daungers & difficulties 
of a moſt longe an :ediovs journey, His paines, 


belides choſe whici neceſlaily accompany the 


conyerhon of ſo, many., may be the better con-; 
ceived , jt youcou{1der the nature of theſe vaſt. 


and laborious Pouinces. The coldes are in- 


tolerable, the moyg;aines Frequenc and aſus, 
perably coucred gu3r wich derps Lowes, the, 
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waies lie oft times berweene craggy and high 
movunraines: and therfore a Iaponele, borne un 
any other kingdome, will never come there, at 
leaſt ro make his aboade. And yet was our Fa» 
ther rauiſhed with this (eare, conquering with 
the burning zeale of loules, the frozen climat 
of the country . There was a cruell rempeſt a- 
gainſt the Chriians in the Citty of Xindai. The 
good Father itreight made thicther, and there 
more then euer put forth his teruour , forti- 
fying them with the Sacraments and other [pi- 
rituall helps, according to their need, The Chri- 
ftians might notall goe ro him without daunger - 
of dilcouery and hazard of their lines,and there; 
fore in a dilguiled weed he appointed them cer=+ 
raine place rowargs the euening, where he met, 
them like lome ordinary paſſenger , and there - 
ſometimes ſtanding , ſometimes walking , as : 
occahon ſerued he tooke their. conteſſhons, and ' 
gaue them, by vertue of the Sacrament, force 

aud vigour to ſtandit out mantully. 

Inchis Province he made his aboade , from 
the yeare 1615. till the yeare 1621, Andihenby,, 
obedience was commaunded togotothe Ciny 
of Iemdo, there to recejue the crowne of his 1a+ 
bours . Here he procured to haue a houſe, 
thought colt him deare:for the paines he rooke 
to. conforme himſelte to the place, time, and+ 
companie lo plucked him downe , that be leans 

—_—_— | me 
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med quite an other man: for whereas before he 
was freſh and ful faced, he nowe became leane 
andalrogether extenuated, He remained in the 
Cicty the ſpace of two yeares,for the incredible 
benefit of many. Yer could he not refraine from 
his former miſſions ; but found a way into the 
Kingdoms of 14zu, and Cai, where numbers 
were converted by the labours of this greatſer» 
uant of God, His zeale was accompanied with 
many other parts and graces, which made him 
gratious toall . With a certaine pleaſant afla- 
bility he came fo neere the humours of the [#- 
ponefi, that he wonno the harces of all. He em- 
braced all with a {miling countenance, and a 
harre that ſeemed to leape our of ic felfe into 
others . He was ofren with the licke yeelding 
them all comfort and aſſiſtance in their neceſſi- 
ries. Finally, to cut of many perticulars, which 
I could relate, -loaden with the merites of 22 
yeares ſpent in Iaponia , and 38 in the Society, 
profeſſed of 4. vowes,the fix and hfreerh of his 
gee was burned aliue for profeſſing the faith 
of Teſus Chrift, 

Rrother Simon Iempo was borne in Noſs in 
the Kingdome of Fingo, brought vp from a little 
one ina Monaſtery ot the Benz:,and imbued in 
that tender age with the doQtrine of Cams and 
Feroqui. God [o diſpoſed that the Bonzo his Ma- 
Ker was conuerted vnto the faith of Chrift and

Simon following his exiaple, was baptiſed wich 
ſome others at the age of 16, yeares : at 18 be 
way admitted into . houſe of the Socrery as 
Dogicus or Alumnus, and there lived with ex- 
traordinary ſatisfaQion for hue and twerty yeares 
full of good example and laudable behauiour: 
his ordinary occupation was to helpe others in 
company of the Fathers, by preaching,reaching 
and reading vn:o them fpirituall bookes. 
When as the Preachers of Gods word were 
baniſhed into the Philippins , S180» was of the 
number; who the yeare after returned backe co 
Lapenis, and finding the Chriſtians t wearing vn- 
der the heany burden of perlecution, it car not 
be expreſſed wich how much applicarion he 
{erued them . The laſt ſix yeares of his life he 
imployedin the Proninces of Q «antom &T Or, 
with ſtill increaſing labour and paines redon- 
bled, He aſhſted many Chriſtians and conuerted 
many Ifidels, euen in theprifon it ſeife, as hath 
been already ſer downe;z continuing a'waies a 
faichfull companion vnto F.de Awgelis in his Miſ- 
fions, ſparing no labours neither day nor night, 
when occaſion required . He vyas ever defirous 
of two fauoursfrom Godzone that he might be 
admitted into the Society x the other rhar he 
might dy for the confeſſion of his fairh.Bochre- 
que'tes were ſigned & grated, he oyingin flames

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HoWe. foure and t\pyenty Chriitians Were put to 
death for the confeſsion of Chriſtian faith

Ll this fire could not melt or molify the 

hardened hart of Xogun; nor hinder from 
commaunding a new ſlaughter the 24., of De- 
cember of 36.more, men & women;lome were 
burned; others crucified; others cutin pieces: in 
whole death many circumltances lay open the 
extraordinary hatred, which he bare againſt our 
boly Faith . Of theſe 36. 24 were Chriſtians; 
the reſt Gentils condemned, either becaule they 
had lodged Chriftians in their houſe, oranſwe- 
red for them to others. Of the Cbrifi4ans,6 were 
burned aliue, 5 women and one man, 7 behea- 
ded and crucihed, 

The conſtancy of Mary Tages the mother of 
Les Faqueis Gonexichi was aboue the reſt remar- 
quable , who had lodged in her houle Father 
Hierome de Angelis, The gouernour bear all the 
forces of his wit, to make her relent: and ther- 
fore lefc noching vnſajd, which che Dinell could 
luggeſt him; ſometimes promiling life z | othere 
f + whilesthreatening death ; then painting forth. 

+ thediſhonor, which her children and hasband. 


'L wonkineaing, amr ſo well knowng,, and-{o 
much made of in Court, But Mary fleighted all 
E.- p = } ; | an{we- 
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anſwering, that sbe could not but yeeld n0, a death 
Which made ber Way to an eternallliife: and for the 
dis honors mentioned, sbe eftcemed them Worthy the 
name.of bonors : and therefore he should not need 
ſpend more Wordes in this behalfe . The aflaultes 
were frequent ;but without etie& 2: and rher+ 
fore ſhe was condemned wich the reſt, The day 
being come, when this fatall ſentence was to 
be executed,this generous Matron, bound vpon 
a horle, marched tormolt, with a ſmilipgcoun- 
renance, & vndaunted courage: which {trucke 
deepe admiration into the beholders , Foure 
Chriſtian woeme were the next that followed, 
whole names are not yet:come to our. know- 
ledge; andthen a man called Francis 'Cabe, This 
was he who,whileſt the fifty aboue named were 
in the flames of Martyrdeme , went anddeclas 
red himſelfe to the Iudge profeſſing himlelfe to 
be a Chriſtian . After thele followed eighteen 
lictle intaates,(o little that they. knevwy not how 
to feare death;and therfore they wenr iporting, 
and playing , and carrying in their handes fuch 
royes as children paſle theic time with all. A 
bght which drue teares euen from the Genciles 
themſclues, Of theſe 18, fixteen were Chriſtians, 

Being come. to the place appointed. the firlt 
diſpatched were theſe lirtle ones;agaiuſt whom 
{uch barbarous cruelty was vied, = the onely 
rehearlall breeds horrour and amazement:lome 
they 
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theybeheaded; hers were clouen dovwne from 
the head ro the foore ; others were cutt off by 
the miole; others they held by one legge and 
hacked into ſeuer«ll peeces, Afcer this laughter 
performed in the very eyes of the Chriſtian woe- 
men , to {trike the greater terrour inro them, 
eleuen men were crucifiec; two of which were 
Chriſtians the one Peter Ienz,amon,the other Ma- 
thias Bunoiemon the cauſe of their death was 
written in a tabſ- containing this , That theſe 
men Were punizhed With death , for either letting 
their bouſes vnto Chnift1ans, or ans ering for them 
to others: Of which rancke were thele tyyo Chri- 
Riens, who pearſed through with lances , ſent 
forth chcir laſt breath together with the ſweet 
pames of Teſus and Maria. This M arthias, before 
this perſecucion, had ſhewed ſome ſipnes of 
weakneſle; but going our of the priſon hepro- 
feiled publickly before all , that be Was « @hr> 
tian, and in that quality defired to dy , which he 
entreated the Rtanders by to let the Xogun & his 
Gouernours vnderſtad. The ſame was his decla- 
ration, being now moited ypon the Croſſe. To 
thele mens handes being geac were faſtned the 
heads of the lictle children flaine alittle before, 

Meane while the fix Chriftiens prepared for 
the flames with diverſe prayers and Licanies, 
nothing daunted with theſe bloody ſpeRacles, 
Francis obeying the inſtint of God became a 
Prea- 
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Chriftian Fortitade. 37 
Preacher,animating his fellowes to ſuffer man- 
fully, and exhorting the lookers on to imbrace 
that faith, which onely can Rand with ſaluatis, 

Fier being put, the Chriſtians were ſeen with © 


" theireyes fixed on heaven, inceſſantly calling 


vpon thole holy names of Ieſus and Maris , to 
give vp their ſpotleſle ſoules , not fo much as 
ſhrinking , or giving the leaſt ſigne of griefe or 
paine . The cauſe of their death was ler forth 
in a table, ſaying; Theſe dy becauſe they are Chvi- 
fians, The two Gentills, who were ſeparated 
from the reſt , had alſo the cauſe of their death 
expreſſed, for haxing lodged Faramonde againſt the 
LaWes. 

All thaſe ended their happy liues the 29, of 
December the ſame yeare; by order ofthe lame 
Xogun of Iende. 


Of other ſeaxentren Chriſtians burnt aline in 
the Tone of Iendo for profeſcing Chri- 
tian Religion. 


A Mong the Gentills put to death the 24. 
of December one was a Page ofthe Xogun 
greatly in fauour,for hauing let torth his houſe 
vnto Chriſtians. This exaple wroughtſo power- 
fully with the Getils,that ſtreight they deferred 
to the Gouernour all the Obriftians they knew, 
and among the reſt the wife of Leurence, who

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He barbarous cruelty exerciled by the Xo« ea 
gun'ypon'Cbriftians in Tendo,moouedal the n 
Ehiefe vf lapome to do the like in their ſeuerall tl 
kingdoms, F. Diego Caruaglio of the Society was on 
Relider tor the moſt part in the Cirty of Xindas d 
the Court of Msſſamune, \uperior ouer rhotewho t] 
were in the Country of Dare or Idate Maſſamune. g 
He made often excuyliors into ſenerall:parts |} A 
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| affeQedto loby Gozo; and therefore with many 
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Chriftian Fortitude. ? 
to heare Confeſſions, and adminiſter the Sa+ 
craments vnto Chriſtians there abouts, One of 
his tations was Miuaqz aterritory belongin 
to a noble Chriſtian called Ioby Goro,knowne K: 
all, euen of Mefſamane himſelfe, for a Chriſtian, 
and permitted to be fo together with his Vaſ- 
ſals. Hither was F.Diego come to celebrate with 
all ſolemnity the feſts of Chriftmes and the three 
Kinges,with their wonted peace and freedomez 
when vpon the ſudden an vnexpeaed tempeſt 
was raiſed, Meſſamune had been preſent in lends 
when the cruell ſentence was executed vpon 
Chriftiens, and vnderſtanding by a certaine ſer- 
uant of his, there were many in his kingdome 
of the ſameprofeſſion , he gaue order diligence 
ſhould be vſed to know their number, Iobu 
Goto onely excepred , The ſeruant departed 
with this order, who had already kindled the 
coales, by bidding his maſter looke about him, 
otherwile he might incure ſome diſgrace . No 
ſooner was he arrived to Xsd4i,but he ſtreight 
talked with the Gouernours about the bufi- 
nefle; and theconclufion was , that all thoſe, 
that had any rents from the Tons, ſhould be co- 
maunded to giue vp the names of the Chriitians 
dwelling in their extent, A chiefe man amongs 
the Gouernours was one called Monias In49% 
a capitall enemy of our profeſſion, and nothing

bitter yyordes he laboured to ſhew, that it could 
not be the intention of Maſſamune to except 
Tobn Gors:yea rather he vas to be the firſt afſaul- 
ted, ifthey meant to root out Chriſtianzry:W hich 
an other Governour perceiving, called Ximonds 
Daiſem, ſtraight gaue notice thereof to Iobn, con- 
iuring him With many reaſons, rather to change bis 
opinion,then vndergoe the danger of death , and en» 
danger the perſon of Maſſamune, to Whom be Was ſo 
much beholding . Iobu made anſwer , that be ac- 
knowledged great benefits from Mafamune; but far 
greater from the handes of God , to Whom be Was 
more bound then to all the World: and therfore Wi- 
sbed him to forbeare all contrary pers Waſions, Which 
could neuer takeplace. Daiſem (urceaied for the | 
reſent; but ſome dayes after inuiting Toby vnto 
his houſe, he led himinto the moſt ſecret roomes 
thereof, ſhewing him with great familiarity, gll 
the rare and pretious things he had, withour ſo 
much as mentioning Religion , till vpon the 
ſuddenthere came in the wife of Daiſew , who 
turning to Ioby with words full of tenderneſle, 
che coniured bm to forgoe bis beleef, even by that 
lone , Which bad exer been betWwixt hor ſonne and 
bium:Which if sbe might obrame sbe shouldteftifie the 
greatnes of ber obligation by cutting ber baire and 
sbauing ber bead, which was the greateſt offer ſhe 
could make.But lobn kept his ground and gaue

deare vnto him,tben his life: and there vpon tooke 
ocafionto lay it dovwne in ſuch lively colours 
that Daiſem in a ieſting manner faied, ir ſeemes 
he bath lutie mind ro deny that ſaith , Which be en- 
deauoreth ſo much to persWade ys : 1o lobn tooke 
his leave victorious, 

At his retourne home he acquainted F, Diego 
Caruaglio with what had paſled; and from that 
time they both beganne to prepare themſelues 
for death.Iobn writ 2 letter ro the Gouernours, 
to be ſhewed to Maſſamane , Wherein heproſeſſed 
his obl:gations to the Tono to be of that nature, that 
m counterchaunge he Would Willingly beftop bis 
life, When occaſion should ſerue . Bat as concernin 
the depoſing his Faith, he craxed pardon, if be diſ- 
obeyed ;, being otherWiſe ready to accept either ba- 
nichment or death from the bands of the Tono for 
the mammtenance thereof , Without ſo much as con- 
cerumy bardly, or complaming of vnkindneſſe. 

The Father likewiſe prepared himſeite, and 
heard the Confeſſion of allrhe ChbriFrans , and 
to the erd his perſon or preſence might bepre- 
iudiciall ro none, heretired himſelte after many 
teares of compaſſion (proteſting he would dy 
with them 8& for them)co a place not far of cal- 
led Oroxie , where being entertained by a good 
Cbriftian called Mathias Ifivre, he made vnto 
himlelfe alittle cottage acioyning vnt0 Matbias 


. howſe and theredwelr. He rooke-him neither 
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Dogicke nor ſervant ; but was accompanied by 
two Chriftians, wio never left him till deat 
ſentthem all co eternity, There paſſed not many 
daies when order came from Maſſemune to one 
oftheprincipall Gouernours comaunding him 
to proceed With all rigour againft Chriſtians , and 
namly that he should banish Iohn Goto , vnles bede- 
ned bis faith. The Gouernour vndertooke the 
charge with no ſmall paſſion , by realon ſome 
monethes before a kinſman of his had been 
put to death, whom he could in no wiſe diuert 
from profeſſing Chriftian Religion, He dilpatcht 
preſently ſeuerall meſſengers into ſeuerall parts 
of the Prouince, commaunding them to ſend 
al ſuch Chriftans,as would notconforme them- 
ſelues, to the priſon of Xindai, there to receaue 
their deſerued puniſhment . Ar the ſame time 
Mafamnne wyrita letterin his owne hand tothe 
Governour D4iſem bidding him vle all poſſible 
perſwalion to withdraw Iobs Gots from the law 
of Chrift , which not ſucceeding he ſhould ba- 
niſh him the Countrey,Þaiſem tooke the letter, 
and went ſtraight to aſſault him with all kinde 
of praters, promiſes, and perſwafions , coniu- 
ring him to deny bis faith , at leaſt in ſecret , and 
noue should know theref, but only be andthe Tono. 
The generous champion of Chr:# was highly 
diſplealed at this propoſition; and therefore de- 
fired him to yſe no more Worderin the buſineſie: the 
| lay 
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lv of Chris not remaining in the hart of him,Wbo 
denies it With bis mouth , The Daiſem hauing 
heard chis reſolute anſwer called togetherallthe 
nobles cf Miuaque and the countrey about, who 
layed their heades together, and with common 
perſwaſtons battered fora wholenightthe con- 
ſtant harte of Ilohnde Goto, but all in vaine. VV hi- 
leſt this was in doing, the officers of the Gouers 
nour Sud made cruell warre vpon the Chriftians, 
as well in the rerritory of Iobn de Goto, as in the 
place where F.Diego Caruaglioliued. The poore 
Chriſtians were greatly aſtoniſhed , ſome fled, 
others ſtood toir valiatly. The Daiſem thinking 
this a fit occaſion to worke vpon the conſtancy 
of Iobu, ioyning his people together with the 
foreſaid officers, commaunded them to behheges 
his houſe , and thoſe of other Chriſtians there 
abouts, which they did to the full , ſealing all 
they could lay hands on, and ſetting her onthe 
empty houſes: but all this made little to Daiſens 
his purpoſe, for Iobn was nothing mooued ther- 
with,and the day following he went voluntarily 
into baniſhment, into the Countrey of Nembs, 
which borders with that of Maſſamunxe on the 
Northſide, The Chriſtians of Oroxie were in 
great perplexity ; ſixty of which retiredthem- 
lelues into alittle valley , neare vnto the place, 
where F. Caruaglio made his aboade, who all 
this while knew nothing of the coming of the 
C3 officers, 
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officers, only c:refull of the good fucceſſe of 
Jobn Goto his buſineſſle , Bur whilit they were 
burning and ſpoyling, a certaine ſpice gauethem 


notice, thai F, Diego Caruaglio with many Chri» 


f:8ns were in Oroxie, whereupon the Gouernor 
ſent preſently to take them priſoners . The « ffi= 
cerscoming to Oroxie ſearched all the houſes of 
the rowne, and found neither Farber nor Chbri- 
an: and bezng ready torerurne they chaunced 
to elpy that yaliey , and lulpefingchere might 
be ſomewhat, they found outrhe lictle corrages; 
and demaunding, What they were that mhabized? 
aniwer was made; that they Were Chriſtians re- 
fired thither fropy the fury 4 perſecution , There 
needednu more , for ſtraight they laied handes 
on chem,ouerturning th2ic poore cottages, and 
miſuſing their perſons wich barbarous cruelty, 
F, Caruaglho lecing this outrage, and his poore 
ſheepe in diltreſle , for the glory of God and 
good of foules, with a ſweet and {miling coun- 
ecnance,he iſſued forth of his licrle cabanne and 
offered himlelfe ro the Miniſters of Lultice, ſay- 
Ing, I am he, Whewn you looks after , the Preacher 
of the la of Chriſt the only pay to t14e bappineſſe, 
The officers ruſhed in vpon bim , and bindin 

him wich many others , whom they had wok 
barbarouſfly it.ipped ftarcke naked, they carried 
them to Miaque to the howle of the Iudges, 
where they were pur of,and made expe from 
the morning till midday,wich no {mall incom- 
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modity to thoſe who were naked, and ſtood in 
an open place, whillt it aually ſnowed. Arlaſt 
brought in, the firſt examined was F. Caruaglio 
accompanied with two Chriftians, Matbely Ma- 
gobaius and Paul Q uiruſque, His name countrey, 
quality being asked ; they demaunded further, 
Whether be preached the la of the Chriftians: the 
Father anſwered that be had not only preached it, 
but Was ready to ſealert With bis blood, After him 
the other rwo were examined, & the one found 
to haue lodged the Father , the other to be his 
diſciple; vpon which they were ſent to a cer- 
taine howſe, where the Father ſpent greaterpart 
of the night in praier and hearing Confeſſions, 
At breake of day they were transferred to a 
place called Midruſaua, the Gouernours threat- 
ning to take the lives not only of the Chriffiens 
bur of their wiues alſo. Some of the principall 
Gentills inuited themto their lodging , batthe 
feruet Chriſtians anſwered,that no lodging sbould 
be Welcome, Which conld not admit the profeſsion of 
their faith . Ando they went on couragiouſly: 
two of the company not being able to rrauaile, 
by reaſon of their weakneſle and old age, were 
beheaded by their barbarous guides vpon the 

way,in acercaine valley, the g.of February 1624. 

their names were Alex:us Coiemon and Domini- 

que Doſai: their heades being off, they hacked 
the bodies in many peeces to try the edge of 


theic {words, Ic is hard to ſay what they luffe- 
C 4 red. 
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redinthis troubleſome iourney , being conti« 
nually covered ouer with ſnow. That day they 
came toaplace, where they were diſperſed in 
ſeueral lodgings . The Father was lodged with 
the Miniſters of Iuſtice , who were curious to 
heare ſome points of Chriſtian dofrine, which 
he liberally imparted by explicating the Credoz 
then they asked whether thoſe rumours were 
true, that the Fathers should goe about to vſurps 
the kingdom of Laponia : The Father anſwered 
that Exrope far exceeded for ſilver , gold, pretious 
Rones and all other commodities;aud ther fore it Was 
8 thing vnlikly, they sbould forgoe it ypon ſo vie 
CeT14118 47 attempt, and ſo vnequall a chaunge; eſ- 
pecially the diftance being ſo great, that three yeares 
are required to performethe yoyage. That it Was 64ſJ 
fo ſee, What kingdomes they ſought after , that is 
ſaluation of ſoules; ſince for the preaghing of Chris» 
ſtian Religion they ſuffered al manner of daunger, 
$07ment, and death it ſelfe. The next day the mat» 
chedafter theſame manner, tyed two and rwo 
together, with one to guardthem , with a wri- 
ting vpon their ſhoulders importing this word 
Chriftians:and fo they came to Midruſars, where 
rhey weremade ſtand in the open lireers till ir 
was night, expoſed to the wind and bitter cold, 
In Midraſare were two principall Officers cal- 
led Safeoce Bingo and Faximoto Bungo : the - 
loners were not immediatly brought before 
theſe, 
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| theſe, but were examined firſt by certaine No+ 


taries, whoſetdowne punQually in writing all 
their an{wers,and namely that they Would rather 
dy, then deny their Faith. The day following the 
two chiefe officiers, informed of what had pal- 
ſed, called for the priſoners before them ; and 
iatreared the Father, ro periwade thereſt from 
their Religion; the Father anſwered , it Ws 4 
part of bis office to doe quite the contrary . Little 
pleaſed with this an{ver,they tryed all the reſt 
one after an other, but found them all in one 
rune:at which they ſtorming and turning ro the 
Father,they threatned to ſend themto the Cirty 
of Jendo , there to receivea moſt cruell death. 
The Father anſwered;He Would count it 4 ſpeciall 
fanour t0 be cut in pieces for the ſaith be preaches: 
Hereupon the officers againſt the cultome of 
laponis, Cauſed the wife of MarheWy , called $4- 
bina,to be taken priſoner: Shee was bound and 
{o ledde before them, The officers importuned 
the Father to diſlwade herar leaſt, being a wo- 
man, from Chriſtian beliefe : but he an!wering 
as before, they tryed themſelues by all meanes 
to withdrave her:but (be conſtantly prevailing 
was [ent a way,& ſome of the reſt wereſent to 
the houle of a principal officer , whoby threats 
and promiſes.{ought to oueicome them : this 
not preualling he cauſed their leggs to be preſſed 
berweene certaine boards with exceſſiue tor- 
Ment 
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ment. Les and Mathias only were put to this 
torment; for the officer perceiving them ſo co. 
Rant would paſſe no further, but fent them to 
Xindai to the Gouernour Sud, to the end he 
might diſpoſe of them at his pleaſure, 
They tooke their tourney ſtraight bound and 
well guarded as before, and vpon the way met 
With a certaine Chriftian called Micbaell, who 
did all he could ro make the Sargeants lead him 
pritoner with thereſtgbut could not obtaine his 
{aice, becauſe he was a ſtranger: The paines of 
theiriourny wereexcaordnary , by reaſon of 
continuall raine , {nov and other incommodi» 
ties of the time. The Father did his partto make 
lweet and eaſy the difficulties of the way , by 
exhorting them to patience and conſtancy, Bur 
abouethe reſt was admired the courage of Leo, 
Who hauing had his leggs all ſqueeſed with the 
torment, outwent them all , neuer ſhewing fo 
much as the leaſtfigne of paine or ONy 
had not gone farre, when they met with an o- 
ther Chriſtian called Inlian Fiemon , who decla- 
ring his profeſſion made ſuite to be of the num- 
ber and ledde topriſon; who obtained his peti- 
tion, to the no ſmall comfort of the reſt, who 
hoped Almighty God yyould increaſe alwell 
their courage , as their number . Come at laſt 
to Xindai they were put into the common iayle 
by order from the Gouernour S«a, being nine in 
num- 
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ken with the Sd, to haue vndeceaued him:but 
neither he, nor any of the priſoners, could euer 


! obrainerto ſee him, 


Before Father Diego and his came to Xindai, 
many had been pur to death with leverall tor- 
menrs , brought from enerall parts , The firlt, 
who luft.ed in Xindas , were Marke Cafroy and 
Mary his wife inhabirants of a certaine place 
calied Omura, His officers commirg vnto thole 
parts, Ce:raine frindes of Marke,not acquainiin 
him, afficmed to the perlecurors that Marke __ 
his wife were no more Chriſtians: they la:i»hed 
with this, were already gone their waies; when 
Marks and his wite, vnderitanding how the bu- 
finefle had been carried, and therefore thinking 
themſ-lues bound co diiclame from the imputas 
tion lated vpon them, by ciſcouering themliclues 
and proteſſhng their taich openly betore he offt- 
cers, lefr their houle and gooos ro the charges 
of certaine ſlaues,and tookea long iourney ro o> 
uertake the perſecutours, & protefle their faith, 
though with lofle of their ues 3 W hich they 
did accordingly ; neither could they be 1rawne 
from it by any meanes of perluaſion., They pla- 
ced them both in publicke ftarke naked, for rhe 
ſpace ofa whole day: bur this abating nothing 
their courage, they were lent to Sug in Xindas, 


yyho [traighr gaue order they ſhould be _ a= 
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live , being firſt ledde through all the ſtreets of 
the cowne, with a trumpet before them decla- 
ring, that theſe Tere ſo condemned for their obRi= 
nate profeſsing of Chriſtia faith. hillt they were 
thus ledde vp & downe the rowne towards the 
her, they met with new affaulrs,life being pro- 
fered them,ſo they would yer relent:but Marke 
anſwered in the name of both that no torments 
should euer take them fro the faith of Chriſt, Thus 
came this happy couple vnto the place of exc- 
cution, where Marke bound to a Rake with the 
ſacred names of Ieſus and Maris imprinted in his 
hart and lips,rendred vp his ſoule a middeſt the 
flames, the firſt of February. 1624. Whilſt Mary 
on th2 other hde,in the height of her torments | 
melced into a ſhower of comfortable teares, 
sWeetly thanking the dinine geodneſſe, for bauing be- 
ſtowed vpon ber infinut benefits, and this abone the reſt 
moſt deave ynto her, 

For the confeſſion of the ſame faith two more 
were burnt, the Father and the ſonne, on ſeue- 
rall daies:the Father was called AndreW Camon; 
and the ſonne Paul Sancuro, For the ſame cauſe 
another called Perer Chinzo, gaus his head, his 
body afterwards being cut into ſmale peeces, On 
the 12 of February foure more were put todeath 
Jobn Anz4i a Phylitian 60 yeares of age, his wife 
alſofarr in yeares,an other kinſma called Andrew 
Icyomon,and a leruant of Tohns called LeWyis. An- 
dreip 
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dre and LeWis were beheaded and their bodies 
after hacked in peeces.But ſobn and Mary ran"e 
a more difficult and glorious courle. Firit were 
they aſſaulted in their owne houſes, with thieats 
and promiſes proceeding from their carnall 
friends,and a bloody tyrant. But So ſeeing his 
hopes deluded cauſed the to be pur into a great 
river, which paſſed through the towne : bur 
meny Warers could not extinguish their Charnty « 
They luffred this torment with a merry coun- 
tenance, thoughin the deepeſt of Winter, and a 
moſt bitter froſt , Now and then would they 
thruſt them ouer head andeares, bidding them 
deny their faith : but all they could ger trom 
them, wat an abſolute deniall , So that dilpat- 
ring to obtaine any thing this way, they tooke 
them out of the river, and naked as they 
were ſet them one horſebacke , and led them 
through the Citty, with a trumpet before the 
declaring the cauſe of their puniſhment. Atthe 
end of euery ſtreet they made the comed-wne 
from their horſes,and asked them a new; Þhe- 
ther they Would deny their faith? they perkiiting in 
the negariue, buckets of cold water were pow- 
red ypon them. Thus paſſed they with incre- 
dible conſtancy through the whole Citry ill 
they came to the chief itreet:there being bound 
to the gates ( for in I4ponis every freer is ſhur 


in with railes)they were expolcd to the m_— 
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of all , whocaſt fo great aboundance of frozen 
water 0") them, that nature yeel.Jing, they died 
in the midſt of their rorment, with a deniall in 
there mouths, loaden more with merits then 
with yeares; leaving the Chriftians with com- 
fort,the Gen: ils with confuſion co lee fuch cou- 
rage in an age lo decrepit, 

After thele were beheaded $;mon Ficopemone, 
Monice his wite, andalon of theires ; whoſe 
name we know not, Theſe were put toneath 
in Iojome by commaund from the Lord of the 
place for profeſſing Chriſtian fai h, In Yſuquins 
one called Gaſpar Ichniemon {uftered the lame 
dea:h for the tame caule, 

It 1s now time to returne vato F,Caruaglio & 
his Companions, whom we left in prilon.thefe 
vpon the 16 of February, which is the laſt of 
the laponian yeare, were caken out of iay!e, and 
led ctoanuer which runs through the towne; 
neare vnto which was a certaine lake paled a- 
bour, being round, and filled with the water of 
the ſame riuer ſome two footedzep . Here the 
priſoners, being ſtripped naked, and tyed each 
one to the R:kes which were round abour, 
were compelled to fitdowae in the water, and 
there remaineq tor the ſpace of three houres, 
M-ane while the tormented perſons vied no 0+ 
therlangvage but this Jeſus Maria: Praiſed be the 
B. Sacrament: Blefſed be God for ener, and h+ ke, 
F, Diegs 
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F.Diego encouraged them al.not only by words, 
bur by example, _ inthe water like a body 
of marble that felt nothing: and when he left of 
exhortivg, hiseyes nes + compoſed, and as 
it were rauiſhed 10 a profound contemplation, 
left not of co pfeach 53 Thoſe who were preſent 
atthis ſpe&acle, impiovs with compaſſ on, per- 
ſwaded all they could thoſe aMiQed perſons to 
abandon Chriſtzbut their anſwere was that they 
Were Teddy rather to endure ten thouſand torments, 
Hereupon they turned their rage vpon the Fa- 
ther, vomiting forth againſt him many inin- 
rious threats; doing him ſeuerall affronts, which 
he indured with incredible patience,ftill anima- 
ting his fellow patients. Three houres being en- 
ded ( becauſe the tyrant would not haue them 
die there) they were drawne forth; but in ſuch 
pittifull plight, that hardly could they move a 
z10ynt; being ſtark withcold , and halfe frozen 
they caſt themſelues vpon the ſands on the river 
ſide. Onely F.Diego forcing himſelfe,ſat cowne 
with his legs a croſſe (which was his vſvall po- 
ſture at home ) and his hands ioyned vpon bis 
breaſt,his head bowing downe, and fo put him- 
ſelfe into an aR of praier; with no ſmale won» 
der tothe Gentils, to ſeea man in that plight 
enioy ſuchcalme and peace of mind, Two there 
were, Mathias Sifyoie and Inlian Temon who died 
aſloone as they came out ofthe water , W hilſt 
they 
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they were ypon the ſands, comes a mefſfage fro 
the Gouernour to the Father;that he and his come 
paniens sbould be deliuered, if be would only exhort 
themto deny their faxh, The Father ſcorning the 
propoſi:ion,made them fee that the frozen wa- 
ter ha1 nothing quenched the flames of diuine 
Joue burning in his breaſt: and therefore an- 
fwered couragiovſly that be Would rather exbort 
ther toen'ure 4 World of torments , then buy their 
liberty at ſo deare arate: the meſſenger returned 
to the Gouernour with his meſſage;who raging 
wi'h ſpite, (er an other to aſſure them they sbould 
be burnt altue, without the leaſt ſparke of compaſ:19, 
They all an{wered with one voice , that _ 
could not receaue more happy tidings, hereupon af= 
e-r many periuaſions to {mal purpoſe, they were 
commanded backe to priſon,warned to prepare 
th:m(ſclues for a hotter element, So they were 
carried back with guards vpon them ; the bo- 
dies of the twoalready dead, being cut in pieces 
and caſt into the river, The people cryed out 
amaine againſt F. Carvaglio; which he endured 
with no lefle ioye then patience . B-ing in pct- 
fon,it is incredible what calamity they endured 
vatill the 22 of February, the fourth day of the 
Laponians new yeare: but all was deuoured with 
invincible courage, preparing themlelues with 


a kind of greedines for the expeRed her , The 


3: day in che morning,the yeare 1624,they were 
drawne 
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drawne our of priſon , not ro end their lives in 
her as they expe&ed, but in a contrary element; 
for about noone they were led to the place a« 
boue mentioned, and there (tripr naked were 
tyed, as before ro their (everall ſtakes , At firſt 
they made them ſtand wn inthe water kneg 
deep, then forced them ro {it downe ſo thatthe 
water came vp to their breaſt, and changed theix 
poſture fro timeto time to encreale their paine, 
The blaſphemies and iniurious ſpeeches of the 
people were intollerable , falling chiefly vpon 
the Father. 

The language of thoſe, who ſuffered, was the 
ſame that before Teſus Maris &c. and thus they 
erſeucred immoouablerill the evening, Then 
begs the waters to freeze, alwel by reaſon ofthe 
cold , as the wind which entred on euery fide, 
and the ſnow which tell from aboue in aboun=- 
dance : ſo that the corments of thele ſeruants of 

God, was encrealed from all parts, They ſoone 
perceined that their time approached, and ther 

fore with moltamorous wordes and inflamed 

Charity taking leaue of one an other, they ſer 
themlelues ro1mplore the helpe of God, giuing 

him thankes forthe beſtowed benefits, and be» 

ſeechingthe moſt B, Virgin to obtaine ſuccour 
tor them from her ſonne Ieſus in this laſt pe- 
riod F. Diege redoubled his encouragements, 
when Leo Gognemon began to faint and ſtruggle 
D with 
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with the pangues of death ; which the Father 
perceiving, turning 10 him in particular cryed 
out, yet aWbile, yet aWbile: We sball quickly bave 
an end: at which wordes Leo receiving new 
ſtrength ſeemed roioy in his rorments, and cal» 
ling vpo the holy names of Ieſw and Maria gaue 
vp his ſoule vnto his Createur. 7 henext were 
Antony Saz.aumon, and Mathias Xoiano; who 
already dead, F,Carnagho not knowing lo much, 
and calling vpon him , he anſwered to the Fa- 
thers call even after death, as was oblerued by 
thoſe who were next aboiit him, Meane while 
comes a Gentill , and offers ro deliver eut of 
the torment any that wovld relent, viewin 
aboue the rel! Marbies Taroyemenc his elpeciall 
friend, bur all anlwered with a reſolute Noe:fo 
thartloone afrer there expired in the fourthplace, 
Andrew Nigemon with the |weet names of Jeſw 
and Maris in his mouth , In the ſame manner 
finiſhed h's courle Mathely Mangobroje, who was 
the hfch and Mathias Tonojemen the fixt , who 
drawing rowa'ds an end, c:lled vpon the Fa- 
ther ſaying farÞel Father, farWell:1 am at the lf 
to whom the Father deparr in peace, and lo he 
died wichout further ceremony, with the happy 
names of leſus and Maria hanging in his lipps, 
It was now hue of the clock in the euening 
and therefore the people retired , leaving yet 
aliue rhe Captaine of the reſt F.Diege Carnaglio: 
but 
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but he was notabadoned of certaine Chriſtians, 
who remained by, till he died:they affirme that 
a little before midnight the generous Chame 
pion of Chit, with i.1credible conſtancy, repea-» 
ting againe and againe the hopefull names of 
IESVS MARIA, ended the period of his life and 
labours, 

The conſtancy of the Chriftians was comme- 
ded euen by the Genctils, elpecially of F. Diego, 
who in more then ten houres tormen! was ne- 
uerfeen ſo much as to tremble for cold, the in- 
ward her burning in his ſoule conquering the 
outward cold, which aflited his body:famous 
alwell for the newnes of his rorment , as the 
many loſt perlwaſijons, ſpent to withdrawe him 
from his faith, For the Tyrants commonly vſe 
no per{uahons to honours , knowing by expe- 
rience thatir is labour loſt, and this was the rſt 
time that this rorment was praQtiled in Iaponie, 
All thele ſeruants of God paſſed toa better life 
the 22. of February;the other two aboue named 
on the 1$ of the ſame Moneth 1624. by order of 
Idate Maſſamune gouernour of thole quarters, In 
the morning the cead bodies were taken out of 
the lake, & chopt in peeces were caſt imo the ri- 
uer, excepting the heads of 4. & that of F.Diegs; 
which lome Chriſtians found means to haue,and 
keep them with greater veneration, 


F. Diego Was a Portugbeſe borne in Conimbre, 
al D 2 he 
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he entred into'the Sociery at 16 yeares of age, 
the yeare 1600 he wentco the Indies with in- 
rention to paſle to Iepenia; he luffred much vpo 
the way ; and after fiue yeares went to Macao; 
there he ſtaicd rill he had finiſhed his courles 
of Philoſophy andDiuinity ; and the yeare 1609 
he entred his ſo much deſired Iaponia . He im- 
ployed the hrſt yeare , as the cuſtome is, with 
extraordinary diJigence to learne the language: 
this done for two yeares he cultiuated Chr 
ftranity in the Tlands of Quamacuſa: thence de- 
parting he went to Meaco and to the Country of 
the Cam, but ſoone was chaſed thence, with 
the reſt, out of Taponia towards N angaſachi and 
Macao, the yeare 1614, Where he preached the 
Gholpell.In the beginning of 1615 he was ſenc 
into Cochinching in company of F, Fr Jc1s BuLoni, 
to founda new that miſſion;where he laboured 
wi:h extraordinary zeale: bur by a ſpeciall pro- 
videncethe yeare following he came back into 
Isponia. He ſpent the firſt yeare in Omure with 
exceſſiue zeale and Charity:in the yeare 1617 he 
made his profeſſion of 4 vowes and vas lent 
into Ofs:he viſited three leuerall times the Chrj- 
fans lent into bani{hmentinto Sungars the laſt 
{hire of Iaponia. He went twice to lezo and was 


the firſt Prieſt that euer laied Maſle there . He 
travailed ouer the kingdoms of Oxu and Deva, 
taking the paines we _ elle where ſpecified, 
ſpeaking 
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ſpeaking of F.de Angelis in the like occaſion, He 
was the firlt that refed in Aquits & Xemboun; 
Where he planted in a manner what there was 
of Chriſtianity:here he had his part of a perſecu- 
tio raiſed againſt Chriſt14s, in which many wete 
ſenc into baniſhmentz who perlwading him to 
retire and to ſaue himſelf for the good of many, 
he could never be induced to abandon his flock; 
which likewiſe befell him at this time in the 
Country of Mafamune . He was infatigable in 
aduauncing and ſetting forward Chriſtian Reli- 
gion 2: and to conclude he was endowed with 
extraordinary humility , charity , affabiliry and 
other like vertues: after 30, yeares |pent in the 
Society and 15.in the miſſion of Isponia, aboun- 
ding with merits he gaue vp his lite for Chrift 
"the 46 yeare of his age. 
In the countrey of Camofidadono, one of the 
principall Lordes of the kingdom of Oxs , di- 
vers Chriſtians were {ent into baniſhmet;others 
taken, and ſome allo newly conuerted ſhewed 
how fraile and weake mans nature is : three 
hundred and three(core perſons of age receiued 
baptii/me before the perlecution, which proued 
co be loterrible, that F. Ioby Mattbely Adam of 
our Society had much a doe to hide his head,os 
kind fuſtenance necelkary for lite, 
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Of the perſecution in the kingdome of Deu4aud the 
death of three Chriftians., 


WW Hilit in the yeare 1623 the Xogux put 


lo many Chriſt1ans to death in lende, 
therechaunced to be preſent in the court Toxi- 
woby Xataquedone Lord of the greateſt part of 
the kingdome of Dexa;, who tearing the dilſ- 
plea'ure of the Xogun, gaue order vnto Fanye- 
won his chrefe Gouernour 19 make diligent tn- 
quity after ſuch Cbriflians, as Were ro be found in 
b1s eftate,and progeede Tyith all 11g 0ur againſt them. 
The Gouernour comp'yed lo exatly with his 
charge, that in 2 ſhort ipace he caſt into priſon 
above rwo hundred, and the greateſt part per» 
ſons of accout. Thefirit was a gentlemin called, 
Jobn Cateureme, who being afſaulred with all 
kind of {tratagems, perſiſted notwithſtanding 
ſoconſtantly, and preached Chriftiqn faith with 
ſuchferuour ro the ſtanders by , that they con- 
feſſes themlelues for conuinced , and kept back 
from imbracing it with only feare , This man 
had a {tle ſfonne of 7. yeares old , whom he 
browght vp in this manner co make him conſtac 
in hiv faith , Be ſwye, would he often ſay , rbas 
thou pndergoe any death Whatſoeuer , rather then 
deny thy fath : one day among the reit eare he 
was taken priſoner looking vpon his chilczWel, 
layde 


| 
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ſaied he, art thoureſoluedrather to be burnt alize 
by the hande of the Iuſtice,then to deny thy fauthiTon 
Father, replicd the litcl» ove, What doe you re- 
ſolne vpon in the like caſe} W vy I Would burne; 
{ai:h the Father. So Would | res, aniwered the 
childz1le try, laith the Father, Whether thou be lik 
to refift, when occafion thall require , Come hither; 
fibe this burning coale into thy bande , and kgepeit 
rill I bidthe caſt ut «Way . The childe opened his 
hand, and the Father iayed in it a red hot coale; 
which the child held in his hand nil his Father 
bad him caſtit downe; though it had already 
burnt the skinne and fingei the fleſh. His Fa- 
ther demaunding, Wh:ther be found it bor ? One, 
anlwered the child , reſolure tos let himſcife bee 
burnt aliue, as I am, bath no great difficulty to bold s 
coale in bis band, for ſo 5bort a ſpace . | his came 

*to be knowne ot both Chriltians and Gentills: 
theſe were confounded ; and thoſe encouraged 
to fee lo ſtronge an example in ſo weake alub- 
iet . With whole troupes of his friendesand 
kinsfolke was Iobn Foi Cauvai Quwemon impor» 
tuned for the ſpace ot 20,d:iyes, whoexhorted 
him, atleaft in Þordes to deny bis fatth , But he 
true vnto Chrift, aniwered, he Would not doe it 
for all the gold in the World, they called him mad- 
mas bur all in vaine : wherefore deſpairing to 
p!euaile with him,they ter vpon Lucy his wife; 
who no leſlc conſtant , would not be drawne 
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om her reſolution with the conſideration of 
goods, children,or her owne life:and therefore 
Joby being led to priſon with his two ſonnes, 
ſbe was left vnder guarde in her owne howele, 
together with ber leſſer childrcn,as thecuſtome 
wasin the beginning of this perſecution obſer- 
ned towards woemen of quality, One of thele 
called Thomgs, being vnder age, and therforeto 
haue ſtayed with his mother, vied ſo many ſtra- 
» that at length he found meanes ro ac- 
y his father ro prifongwyhere he became 
@ voluntary ſeryant of thoſe impriſoned Con- 
feſſours, who were ahout ſome forty in number; 
nor could any euer forbid” him this worke of 
charity. | 
An other: Chrift;an called 4lexius Moiemen 
being diuerſly tempted, aſſured them that not 
only the whole Cirty of Cubers, ber neicher the 
Tens Ioxinobs,though he came in perſon ſhould 
be able ro remoue him one inche from his 


- - faith, He was not alone in this reſolution, bur 


had many followers:of which two were behea- 
ded Leys Tarogi, and Matheis Xichyemon; theſe 
two were in the lervice ofa noble man in Iendo, 
when the Chriſtians were put to death, and by 
him greatly ſolicired co deny their faith; which 
he not obtaining put them out of his ſervice, 

ining them warning nor to goete the king- 
. won of Dex; bur they , deſirous of a crawne 


of 
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of martyrdome, went ſtraight thither, and ob- 
teined their defire, and became with dying for 
Ch1ift, of feruants treemen,the 7.of Febr. 1624. 

A*certain young maide called Menics of 
25 yeares of age wasnoleſſe moleſted: ſhee had 
lerued ſome later yeares the wife of Saraquedone 
who, as is m:ntioned elſe where ,” not being 
able herſelfe to receiue baptiſme, perſwaded 
moſt of her ſeruznts therunto ; of which Mo- 
nice was one, baptiſed by F, Diegs Caruaglie. 
Her miltreſſe, though a gentill, being ſear into 
baniſbment for the lawe of Chriſt , Menics was 
forced to leaue her , and betake herfelfe to the 
Citty of Cubors , where ſhe had many of kind- 
red. She grew ſo much in deuotion,that ro the 
end they might not importune her to marry, 
ſhe cur oft her haire, to giue herſelfe more fully 


'ro Chriftian piety. The Gouernour, vnderſtan- 


ding that ſhe was Chriſtian , endeauoured by 
meanes of his oywne wite to draw her back;bue 
Monics itood it out couragiouſly,till one day the 
Gouernour in preſence of many bid her reſolue 
either to deny ber faith, or looſe her bead: her an- 
[were was, by ſtretching'forth her neck, and 
laying , that ber fauth as dearer vnto bur , thew 
her liſet and in the ſaying, her head was ſtroken 
off,in the Citty'of Cabora, the yeare 1620. 
Notwithſtanding all the troubles,there haue 
been bapriled in this kivgdome three hundred 
per- 
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perſons of age. 


Of Chriftianity in the countries of Cami. 


N theſe countries eight of our Society are re« 
I fdenr fix Fathe's and two Brothers; having 
charge of many Chriftians, & putting their hads 
ro ſeuerall miſſions of diuers kingdomes,as well 
of Goquines and orth-rs neare ahout,as of Cugoco 
and Scigoco « This yeare eleven hundred thiee- 
ſcore and two perſons of age have receiued bap- 
tiſms, who vnderſtancing the newes of perle- 
cutio, made their —_— vato God more di- 
ligently then euer, by frequenting the ho'y Sa- 
craments, and other ſpiricuall exerciſes, and in 
particular by keeping in ſeverall places the praier 
. of the quarente bore. In Ozaca there was an or- 
der that al Gentils, who had Chrifiiens in their 
houtes, ſhould di'mifle (hem : where vpon the 
poore Chriſtians were put to their ſhifrs , ſuffe- 
_ Tinggreat exrrean-icy(it being the depth of wine 
ter) as well in their owne perſons, as in their 
poore children, not findinge whereto ſhcler 
themſclues , and oftentimes not permitted to 
Jadge vpon the high waies, for feare of diſplea- 
Gng the Xogun: lo thac they were often conftrai- 
nedrto take vp their reſt in the midle of the open 
fieldes, expoſed to he vio!ece ef extreamecold, 
Their onely comfort was when they mer to- 
gether, 
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gether, entertaining onean other a$if they had 
been brothers, and drowning their owne mile- 
ries wi h comfortable ipecches and mu:uall en- 
courapements drawne from the perſon of their 
Redeemer. W hen they met with any of our Fa- 
thers, their ghs werea preludium to their ron- 
gues and their teares pleaded their caule betore 
their wordes, Yet God provided a houle for his 
ſernants, which belonged to one of the chiefeſt 
Chriftians of (hat citry called Paul, whither they 
all went, and were prouide not only with ſpiri- 
tuall helpes, b.ic even with remporall. For this 
worthy Paul having tent his wife & childreinto 
the country Itayeo h.mlelfe behind with two of 
our Fathers; he helping to the vttermoit of his 
forces their temporall neceſſities ; the Fathers 
emuluying themlelues for their [piritvall good, 


'arming them with the Sacraments, with exhor- 


rations and the like, and 10 particularencoura- 
ging them co ſtand relolutelyin defence of their 
tairh. Yer they beganto feare leaſt the prelence 
of the Fathers ſhould encreale their perlecutio, 
and that for many reaſons {© that the Superiour 
relolued ro goe agood way out of towne and 
live in acertaine lirtle cottage out ofthe way, A 
certain Chriſten called Pani, 28 rich in taith, us 
he was poore in fortunes, was extrealyler vpon 
by the Gemiils , and not permirted to goe vpon 
the waies ( luch was their fury to —_— 

wy 
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deny Chrig:)but he that was accuſtomed to this 
kind of ſporr, hauing here to fore been baniſhed 
for the Law of the true God, tooke thence oc- 
caſion to preach and denounce him with greater 
feruour, 

In the territory of a certaine Gouernourca]- 
led 4n«bu Auagi many Chriftians haue behaued 
theiolues brauely:among the relt a certain Phy- 
fitian, called ſbomes who haning been formerly |. 
baniſhed for his fairh,now againe with more co- 
RKancy then euergining the xayto his friends and 
kinsfolke, was lentthe ſecond time, with all 
his family, into baniſhmer, 'to ſhew how deeply 
the name of Cbr;ft was printed in his hart, Theſe 
afAitions endured with all rigour foure mon- 
thes and more, relenting nothing in the hart of 
the Cicty , though ſomewhar appealed in the 
Boroughes an Villages neare aboue , Certaine' 
Cbriitians of the kingdom of Fococo eight daies 
journy from Oxors have greatly edified the Chri- 
ft1ans of thele partes , taking 2 long tourney to 
prepare themlelues for this perſecution, by con- 
feſſing and communicating. 
1 There hachno wanted matter for other Chbri- 
ftians ro ſhew their valour and conſtancy , for 
thole namely of Sachai , Fuximi and Meaco , 
where 4 certaine Gentleman had the greateſt 
parte of his goods confiſcated, and was himſelfe 
ſent into baniſhment, whom not longe after 
aboue 
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above two hundred followed, baniſhed for the 
lame caule from Sacb4is 

In Fuximi and Meace , notwithſtanding the 
perſecution , two hundred perſons of age haue 
been conuerrted ; divers in the afforeſaid places 
gaue back and began royeeld; who afterwards, 
with publicke demonſtration of true reperance, 
have made ſatisfaftion, 

Neere vnto Cequinai the perſecution hath 


| cauſed ſome loſle » Jetfar greater hath beenthe 


aine. 
P Ina kingdome neere vnto Iz.za thetempeſt of 
perſecution carryed all before it, by reaſon of 
the neerneſle to lends; yet the Cbriftians, though 
otherwile of late ſtanding , refiſted manfully; 
many enduring bariſhment and other calami- 
ries, A Father of our Society was ſentin Miſſions 
"who gathered together the diſperſed flocke ; a 
hundred and fifty of age hauing teceaued Bap- 
tilme, before the perſecution began, 

Another of our Fathers went to the king- 
dome of Oxari, who ſer many on foot againe, 
whom perſecution had made i[tagger . In a cer- 
taine place of this kingdeme, called Ichinomiya; 
Almighty Gods prouidence was particular in 
the conſeruation of a handfull of Chriſtians; The 
Gentiles conlpired together ro worke them fro 
their faith; but they, both men, woemen, and 
Children relolued rather ro dy , then doe any 

thing 
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miſbeſeeming a Chr11aw . The Gentils having 


tryed many waies to batter the Chrifitans con- 
ſtancy, all others failing rooke 1his as moſt expe=- 
dienr, They ſent vnto the Chriftiens,all their cre- 
dirours to exit payment on a certaine day, or 
otherwiſe ro have them deny th-ir Faith, which 
if they oid , their debtes ſhould be pardoned 
them, It was done accordingly : but the good 
Chriſtians, though poore and labouring men for 
a great part,/o holpe out oneanother,that every 
one found meanes to pay his debts. The Gen- 
tils raging here at, begito threaten them death; 
but they more meeke then euer, went and offe-

Inthe kingdome of 1omi hith been the like 
trouble, the Chriflians of Savyame 2 principall 
place ot that kingdom, armed themſelves wirb 
the holy Sacraments to refiſt their enemies . A 
certaine Gentill ighabiranr of the ſaid place,and 
brother co one of the Governours had for fome 
time before a defiie ro be baprized; and vnder- 
ſanding of the perlecution , which began, x 
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diſcourſed with himſelfein this manner ; If all 
the Chriftians be ſent into banishment , or putto 
death, Who sball baptiz.e mee? I Will therefore tak e 
commoditie, Whilſt I may;and there vpon went and 
receaued Baptiſme, 

In the kingdome of Fococoth2 Chriftians el- 
caped perſecution : for though they were cerri- 
fied, yet Faxuia Chichuyendons ſticred nothing; 
both becaule he iudged ittimeloſt ro goe about 
to perſwade a gentlentan & afſouldier ro chang 
their opinions, laying : that bethat Was not con> 
ſtant in the ſeruice of God, much lefe Would be true 
ro men: and therefore neither he nor other cheife 
men, went abour to divert the Chriſtians from 
their belief, 


A Prieſt of our Society hath taken his iourney 


into the kingdomes of Canga,Note, and Incchi, 


there to vilit & helpe the Chriftiaus with theac- 


cultomedexerciſes of the Society. 

The Cbriftians of the kingdome of Q vinocun; 
hauebeen viſited, where the Merchants only 
are perſecuted and not the Noblemen; F. Iobn 
Baptifta Porro of our wage hath charge of Chri- 
Fans of the kingdomes of Farinia, Byten, Chiun- 
goco, and Schigoco, being continually in Miſſion 
viſiting & helping now one part, now another, 
with great labour and noleſſe fruite, The newes 
of the perſecution comming thither , the good 
Paftour redoubled his diligence , & found then 
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alſo reſolute to give their lives, for Chriſt; and 
to. that end he gave them the holy Sactamenrs; 
the effets whereof were ſuch thatin their con» 
flits they all behaued themſelues moſt cons 
ſtantly a few excepted ; the, number whereof 
almighty God made vp with forty. two. new 
ſouldicrs, which he called ro his fide. ..., ..: 

: The Lord of the kingdom of Biſan, though 
he be not cenxcary in opinion. 0. the law [i 
Chr:i4,yetta cofarme himſelf ro.che will of the 
Xogun,he ordained;that all the Chriffians ſhould 
be baniſhed our, of hisſtate.. To which effe& 
the proclamation.came out of Ocayamathe head 
Citty of that kingdome:and lealt any mighr ly 
Clole , it was ordained, that every one ſhould 


| giue vp his name ina paper , ſetting downe the 


tet which he profeſſed , what Temple of tha 
idols he frequented, & what Bonzo he acknows 
ledged for direRour. And {traigh« all thoſe were 
put out of the Citty,who refuted to doe itzand 
by a particular grace from God all, as well rich, 
a5 poore; gentlemen, gant OY or 
of whar profeſſhon ſoever, chole rather ro bee 
depriued of all things, then of God: the officers 
vled extreams rigour in executing their Come 
miſſions , turning away euen the meanelt pe- 
ſancs;vſing al diligece not only in great townes, 
but euen in boroughes and villages; andcalling 
before chem the hcades of families, to iuſtity

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that they had turned away all thoſe that were 
Chniflians: who in great numbers,and with ad- 
mirable conſtancy, went reioycing into baniſh- 
ment, preferring heauen before the land of Gays | 
ama 3nd Biſem. Of which number was a woman | 
of account, mariedto a Genrill of her qualitie, |

who was commaunded by the Gouernour, ei- 
ther ro torne her aw y, or make her a Gentill, 
Many perſwafions were vſed to this end by all 
her kindred , which ſhe manfully refiſted; and 
rather choſe in company of her feruants a vo- 
lararie baniſhment towards N angaſachy,though 
in a moſt _vnſeaſonable time, ir being the depth 
of winter,then to live in continual] danger,and 
occafons leading to perdition, A certaine t age 
was threatned by his Maſter, that he would cur 
of his head, vnleſſe he denied his religioa: the 
Page in ſtead of an{wearing ſtretched forth hif 
bare neck ready to receive tho blow, which yet 
the Genrill had nor the hart to giue, but turned 
him out ot his ſervice. 

In the kingdome of Farima,the tempeſt was 
not ſo herce: yet mary were lent into baniſh- 
ment, lome turned away their (eruants, and 0 
thers their very chi'dren, for being Chriſtians, In 
the kingdome ot Bybu one of thole few, who 
followeo the law of Chriſt , hearing the cruelty 
of the perſecution, lefr a certaine houſe, he and 
his whole tanuly , which the Togo had given

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him, ſaying it Was nor wowy time to difemble. He 
was therefore ſent the ſecond time into baniſh 
ment, and hartned all the reſt, ro endure the in» 
commodities, which they were liable vato b 
proclamation, by gathering them together in his 
houſe , andarming them with ſpirituall confe« 
rence, and reading pious bookes againſts all 
future encounters, 

The kingdom of Bingo eſcaped berterthe that 
of 4qui, One of our Fathers,departed amoneth 
before from the Citty of Firoxims , leauing all 
the Cbritiens full of courage & comfort: when 
on the ſuddene comes forth. a proclamation, 
that all thoſe, Who Were Chriſtians , togetber With 


' their Wines and children ,sbould firaight depart the 


Citty: it was executed accordingly-with no {mal 
cruelty, they being thruſt nor only out of theig 
ouſes,but of the highwaies, and forced inthe 
cold nighrs(it being the middeſt of winter) to 
ly in the felds ; info much that many fell 
ſcke, and ſome died thereof, whoſe names arg 
not yet come to our knowledge , In all other 
places there aboury , the like cruelty was vied 
but all ſhewed invincible courage, manychoo- 
fing rather to ſtay rhe goe,to the end they might 
be carried to prifon and ſuffer death for Chrift, 
Among many good, ſome alſo were eyire 
their 'duty ; of which one coming to himſelfe 
apaine, writ a letter ro the Gouernours, giuing

'eſ-icd her oportunity, when her lonne was in 


the company of many Ne bles ot the kingd-m, 
Be the: e inthe preſence of them all,ſte profefled 
her ſelfe a Cbr144n, and reſolute foro continue 
whatſoever ſhould happen , The Gen'ill and 
thoſe about him, admiring fo great conſtancy in 
awoman,troubled her no more«cocerning that, 
In the 1/and of Gore, one of our Fathers tooke 
the confeſſios of more then ren thouland Cbri- 
frans , and gave the moſt bleſſed Sacrament 10 
aboue thiee hundred: ten of thoſe , who were 
gone back, were reclaimed: ahdi this & many 
other good workes, a Rrother of ours had great 
part, who viſited the Chriſtians bordering ma 
ut 
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In. Nengeſachi devotion is much increaſed 
towardsour holy S. Ignatius . A certaine wo- 
m4nin moſt cruell and long paines of childbirth 
making a vow tothe SainQ , and praying her 
f. iends ro ſpend ſome time vpon their knees be- 
fore h15 picture, was happily deliuered of a lone, 
who cherefore beares the name of Ignatius.Per- 
ſecurion is allo much increaſed by reaton of a 
principall Gouernour,, who of a Chriſtian rur- 
ned Renegat , ſeecketh by all meanes to ger. into 
his hands the Religious of that Citty. He hath 
for that end Cad ſecret ſpies, promiled 
great rewards, and ſpared no paines or induſtry 
to take them priſoners : and yetir hath pleaſed, 
Almighty God topreſerue his leruants , This, 
ſaid Gouernour ſet. forth a proclamation that all 


thoſe, who bad any Religious in their houſes, sbould © 


deliner them vp, pnder pame of death, not only of ths 
Maſter of the bouſe , but enen of the Whole family, 
This proclamatio ſtrucke a horrour into many, 
yer diuers ſent away their ſlaueg,to the end they 
might with the more {ecutity lodge Religious 
perions, ; 
Theſame Gouernour vſed an other diligece; 
which was to ler forth an edit forbidding 4ll,vps 
paine of death,to reade any ſpirituall backes to Chri- 
fhians; and that the Maiters of bouſes thould gine vp 
the narges of ſuch , as bad ſerued the church in thoſe 
funttions; 
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funRiFr;orberwiſe the Whole Neighbourbood sheuld 
be pumisbable. Vpon this divers were baniſhed, 
who being required, refuſed io bind them/elues 
by promiſe to defiſt from ſo good a worke, Mo= 
thers could not lodge their children for this 
reaſon, withoutimminenrt cagertoth-irneighs 
bours: (0 that divers w*'re conltrained to retire 
into the co-\ntrey , nor for feare of death z bur 
for feare of preiudicing o' hers with {mall ei- 
ther profic or honour to their Religion , Thus 
farr went the Revegat Gouerno!!: with his offi- 
cers,but the periecucion of the X-gus increaled 
much their affl;Qion, 
He firſt commaunded that no Chriſtian Taps» 
14n sbould be capable to rrafficke by ſea out of 14+ 
wo but only Gentils and Renegats . A hard and 
cruell law:for that molt part of the inhabitants 
liue vpon the gai::es of their voyages into leug- 
rall parts . And it was a wonoer to fee poore 
Chrithians (tarue for hunger, rather then offend 
God, or letthemlelues be traniported with the 
ſweetneſle of g-ine. Among others a certaine 
Captaine ofa {hip,was nor only kept off boa-d, 
bur threatned with death: and though he auoi- 
ded this danger, yet remaines he in great po- 
erty; Which he ſeaſoneth with extraordinary 
toy f1nce it is for Almighty Gods cauſe, 
He made a'lo 4 probibition ito all Taponiansy 
41pall Chniltians, as Gentils to [ails t6 the Phil p+ 
F 
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pine Tlands ; for that notice was given, that in 
ſbips 110 thoſe parts were conueied ſomerimes 
Religious perſons ; and for this a certaine em- 


baſſage from the Gonernour of the laid Ilands 


did not ſucced, which happened in this manner. 

The Emb-fſadours coming to the Ilano of 14- 
ponia with rich preſents and extraordinary char- 
ges in a well furniſhed ſhip from * certaine port 


of the kingdom of Farma called Mw 30 lea- 


gies of Ozaca;z coming I| ſay, to Meaco, were 
there demandeo by the Gouernour of the Cinty, 
and the Gouernovr of Nangaſachi, for what 
end they came? wha ſent them*what they car= 
ryed? what they defired?and the like: The Em- 
bafſadours anſwered conformably to theircom- 
miſſions. The Gouernours writ accordingly t 


the Court: but anſwer was ceturned that ſuch \ 


Embaſſages came not of themſelues, buPprocured by 
Religious men , dWvelling in thoſe Hands ; and that 
the Xogun Lord of laponia Would recerue no Embaſ- 
ſages from places broaching a lat moſt falſe,diabs- 
licall & ſeditions turnmng the flate vp fide done and 
deceraing theſubirtts, That already be bad been de- 
cemed im that kind, and that ynder colon of traffick, 
and marchana.Fe this pernicious laly and the Att= 
thowrs thereof bad been brought in , Whom be noW 
had banished ynder rigorous paines & Would recerie 
ng more, The Embailadours alleaoged their rea- 
lons, bur in vaine, and finally were conſtrained 
fs 
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toreturne hauing done nothing , and guarded 
day and nighelike priloners with armed men, 
which neither permitted them to goe a land, 
nor any of the countrey to come vnto them, ex- 
eepting rwo only , who were to buy neceſſary 
prouifion to liue vpon, and allthis tor feare of 
Religious men, ſulpeRing tho greateſt part of 
thr Eurooeans to be of that proteſſion _ 
dilg\iſed in ſecular cloaihs, and this was the 
fucceſle of thar Embaſſage. And lealt Religious 
me thus diſguiled ſhoulo {hip into Tapenra, they 
haue doubled their guards , examining very ri- 
gorouſly all ffrangers, regiltring the names of 
all, and obliging thoſe, who lodge them, tro ren= 
\ der account of th.m whenloeuer ir- ſhall be re» 
quired, MY 
| Moreover the X»guy hath ordained that all 
Rrangers be ſeit aWay, arWell Religions 4s ſeculars, 
ſo they be Spaniards or Portugbeſes:che Engliab &T 
Hollanders only excepted , for that they berray 
Prieits , and are h<19 to be capit-I| enemies of 
the Spaniards and Portugbeſes,and of the lawy of 
Chrift::nd for this reſpe@ they are not only ad- 
micted, but made much of; Cop they robbe 
and ſpoile even the Isponians themielues, when 
they meete wich them by len, 
This order came to Nangeſachi , when ſud» 
denly the Miniſters of luitice, feahng vpon 


the ſtreets entred all the houſes, where the Ex» 
F 2 Topeatts 
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ropeans lined , and taking their names, & thoſe 
a Coreys,CineLes and Iaponeſes, themſclues, 
whom they found clad ike Speniards or Porta» 
gbeſes , they ſerrhem a certaine day to be gone 
out of Nangaſacbs,andall che confins of Ieaponie, 
vnder paine of ſevere puniſhments for any that 
ſhould nor obey, They could not but feele thar 
blow exceedingly; yet was it a comfort vnto 
them tobe baniſhed meerely for their Religion, 
The day being come they all ſhipped them- 
ſelues(excepring ſome few in priſon, of whom 
we ſpake in the laſt yeares annuals) ſome for 
Macao, others for Manila the chicteſt Citty of 
the Philippin lends ; but without either wines 


orſeruants, fuch as had them Ieponeſes, = 
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they could in no wile carry along with them, J 
The parting was ſo dolefull and fuil of teares 
en both ſides, aſwel of thole whe went, as thoſe 
who ſtaied behind,that all the lookers on were 
extreamely mouecd: the mothers wept amaine 
to part from their children; the husbands from 
their wiues;the Maſters of houſes from their fa- 
milies, The very Iaponeſes themſelues were 
wy-aded at the hart co leaue ſome their friends, 
others their Maſters, others thoſe from whom 
they gained their livings and carried in their 
breſts che laws & proceedings of Xogun, Teares 
and lamenraiions remained inthe harts & eyes 
ef thole who ſtaied behind,the more whe they 
refleted 
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reflefted vpon the good deedes done full often 
by thoſe, who were (ent awayzas the ſetting of 
their ſlau:s at liberty, whom they might haue 
mate money of; giuing to divers houte roome, 
and liberally beſtowing both gold and filuer on 
perſons in neceſſicy, 

The laſt perſecution in the Cirty of Nange- 
ſachs was againſt the dead , For the hatreq of 
the Xogun againit our holy faith , which he en» 
deauours by all meanesto extirpate, could not 
lufficiently expreſſe it ſelfe againſt the liuing. 
The Chriftians of Nangaſacb; Rad a churchyar 
where they buried their dead, and on certaine 
daies w-nt thither in numbers to recommend 


them var# God: on the ſepulchers, which were 
3 ſome of itone, others of bricke, others of wood 


were putdiuers croſſes of feuerall faſhions, A+» 
gainſt thisplace the Genrils ſpent their fury bur» 
ning the wooden croſſes, deſtroying the monu» 
ments, commaunding the dead to be buried yn=- 
der ground . The Chriſtians feared ſo much leſt 
the dead bones of their trends ſhould be raken 
vp and caft into the lea, that ſome made d 
holes into the ground and there buried them 
others carried the home to their houſes, others 
tocirries neere about & chere buried them:thus 
they went allday vp and downe the ciery , not 
knowing what way to take, admiring thecruel 
of the Xogan & ocher Gouernours, who w 

= not 
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notſo mneh as endure, that they dead ſhould 
hae with chem any token of their profeſſion, 
A _certaine officer at this time paſſing _—_ 
the ſtreetes , found a Chriftian lelling beads; 
ou tly he layed hands on bim, for lelling for- 
didden ware and (treightly bound brought him 
before a I 'dg2, who condemned him & made 
him ſtand in the publicke view falt bound a 
waole day and night. 


Of the perſecution of Chriſtians in ceRtaime places 
of the kingdom of Figen, 


He chiefeſt mi of Figen is called Nobexima 
Xinanono Camizwho was prelery at Court, 
when lo many Chriſtians were burned aliuez 
terrihed which this exaple, for feare of looking 
the Xoguns fauour, he gaue order to alli his fub- 
ordinate Gouernours , that they should quis bis 
dommons from Chriſtians , The officers caretull 
to comply with their Maſters will and pleaſure, 
put forth a proclamation , that all sbould aban- 
don Chr::2 Religion,otherWi{e ro be ſtripped ſtarke 
naked and With their eares and noſes cut , to be ſent 
go the Citry of Sifas rogetber With their Wifes and 
children there to be ſlaues tothe Cone, who was al- 
lied with the laid Xunanono Cami, 
It cannot be expreſſed what joy the Chris 
Giens of Qwzicurrs concciued at this Mege

ſoules fell into ſuch ſcruples and aMiQions of 
mind, hat they would neither ſow their corne, 
nor till the ground, as the lealon required: but 
like men diftraftedletall runatrandom ; which 
one of our Fathers vnderſiad4ing made haii vnia 
them, and bidding them be of gooo courage, 
taught them what th:y were to doe inlike oc- 
caſhons for the time to come. Some were of lo 
tender conſciences, that for feare of turure ſc: us» 

les they would by no meanes lublcibe , vn« 
fle the cauſe of their {ubſcription were bxſt 
made knowne vnto them: andiherfore , aban- 
doning their houſes, village, and all other affai- 
res, went toſecke a dwelling place elle where, 
One there was of that holy company by name 
Toby , whole lufferance was molt remarkable, 
He together with his wife and children ( has 
uing notice of the Tops officers whe they came 
hrſt ro make the Chriſtians deny their taith) = 
tire 
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rired himſelfe into a great wood , which was 


vnder the dominion of an ot her Lord, where 
he made his abode for fifteene daies tog-ther, 
in the cold time ot winter : and howbeir he 
endured very much; yet he was fo fare from 
bzirg dilmaied, that he {hewed himlelfe moſt 
ready to dy in that diſtreſſe, rather then hazard 
the lofle of his faith . Neither id he want fol- 
lowers of his rare example , ſome remainirg 
two whole daies , ſome three, in the woods 
and deſerts wi: hout any food ata'il to ſpeake of, 
W hen the firſt ftorme was overblowne this loby 
was called home by his frendes, But che fortaid 
officers retvrning the ſecond time with rheir 
former intenrio, he vtterly retuled to ſublcribe;

Aura Figendono Lord of the ſtore of 

Firando knowing how malitioufly the 
Xogun was bet againit Chrifiians,thovghr good 
to teed his cruel! humour, the onely meanes ,as 
he conceiued, to eſtabliſh himlelte in that place 
of gouernment. Wherefore he relolued vpon a 
perlecution, and began with the wies and 
children of thoſe, whom two yeares betore he 
had pur to death by order of the Tencs, their 
cauſe being not yet ended; and he ſpared ne 
ther the maid-ſervants, nor little infancy , as ir 
will appeate by the following relation. 


The death of mne Chriftians of the houſe andſamily 
of Gabriel, Who had lodged F.Camillus Conitan- 
' fhins of the Society of IESY'S. 


pn wo yeares agoea Chriſtian, called Gabriel, 
ſuffereth death in the Cirty of France, for 
having lodged F. Camillus Conſtenrins *of the 
$Society:and ever fince, both his mother,ang the 
reſt of his family, had liued in daily expefation 
of their rurne; their cauſe yet hanging, and th-y 
committed to the cuſtody of their neighbours.

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No ſooner did the perlecution begin, but the | 


family of Gabriel was = tor loit:-whereupon | 


the Gentil-s began.colooke to th:m more nar- 
rowly, and to abridge them of their former Jj- 
berry , Oae of the neighbours, the lecond man 
of the itreer, w:ntto viſi- Grace the mother of 
Gabriel and rold her after an vpbraiding mans 
ner, that the perſecution raiſed at that preſent Was 
4 puntzhment ſent by lenxo Daygim the chiefe Canu 
of laponua: The holy woman relented excces 
dingly this blaſphemous (peech: and bol-lyre- 
plyed; that she Wondred very much be Tpould offend 
her eares With blaſpheming God his boly lalp : and 
that he mig ht baue done wuch better in exbortimg 
ber ro ſuffer Wah parrence the neere approaching 
death, for the honour and [eruce of the only true God; 
then by recounting the fables of the ſalſe Idolls, to 
increaſe ber afflictzon;Wrerfore she deſired bum, tf be 
13 bed her Will, to ſpeake of ſomerbing «lſe. Ad 
the Paynim thus checked Ipoke not a word 
more, D.ring :his time, the Chriſtians of that 
Cirry gathered rogether 1n a particulas houſe, 
offered vs many teruent prayers to Almigh.y 
God , b:gging of his goodneſle force of tpirit, 
and conſtancy 'or all , but epecial:y for the pri- 
foners.

All theſe ſeruantes of God were borne with 
in the ſtate of Firands, fixe of theminthe Cirty 
itſelfe, rtherwo leruances in the Hand Igiſngus, 
and Mary the Wife of Gabrie} at a place called 
Xix:, Mary that old woman had been baptized 
at womans eftate, & was one of the firſt which 
receiued the Sacrament of Baptilme in Ieponia! 
a'l che reſt had been Cbriftians from their cravle; 
their Fathers and grandfathers having been ſo 
before them . The good old woman Mary wa8 
alwaies much giuen to devotion and Almes- 
deedes:Neicher was Grace any whit behind her, 
having moreover a great zeale of ſoules, which 
{be ever (hewed rowardes the ChriHiens of that 
Citty« She wa of the company of OC 
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which, as being the head, ſhe had an eſpecial} 
care, and therfore procured diuerſe waies to ad- 
uance Chriſtianity and vertue. She lodged our 
Fathers in her houſe for along time; ſhe morti- 


_ fied her body with frequent dilciplines, and far 


{ting cuery friday and ſaterday thorough out the 
yeare z ſhe viſited and comforted the licke ; ſhe 
aſſiſted the poore in whar (be could; & at Chriſt» 
maſſe and Ealiter ſhe was wont to feaſt the Chri- 
ſlians, ad with all to give them good ſpirituall 
counlell. It happened once vpon the [epenians 
new yeares day that chere dyed two licke men, 
one a Citrizen, the other aſtrager:Grace came to 
know of it, and without making any account of 
the Iaponiens ſuperſtirion, who vpon —_

talke of burying them, cauſed rhe Cittizen to 
be buried, keepi'g the dead body of the ranger 
in her houſe for lome daies, to auoid the-bruir 
of the Gentiles, which afrerwardes ſhe buried 
in the Churchyard of the Chriſtians, When.the 
Paynims came to know of this worke of mercy, 
they commended it very much, and ceaſed nor

The death of five other Chriſtians in V ſucces, 


He very day that the foreſaid nine were 

put to death, an old man of the age of lea- 
venty fixe yeares, by name Luke Morifebroye, was 
beheaded nor farre from his owne houle ; for 
thathe-conſtantly reiefted two of the Tones fer- 
vantes, who perſwaded himeo deny his faith: 
and hisſonne of the age of forty leauen ſuffered 
death in'like manner, forthe ſame cauſe, 'and 
by the handes of the ſame executioner, The 
ſame day an-other old man of the age of four- 
ſcore and fixe, called Anthony Girobuope, inuo+ 
king'the moſt bleſſed names of Ieſus-and Mary 
hid his head cut off. Theſe three lertiantes of 
Gow were native of the Ilanid Iqarſuqui. Luke 1 
his vid age leauing off worldly affaires, as defi- 
roustoarrend wholly to his deuotions, retired 
himfetfero/yſuccs. There heinftituted a Con- 
fraternicy of s: Ignatius; and,as he was very Zete 
:Jous 'of the ſpiricuall good of bis neighbours, 
made 'a tionin h1shouſeforour Fathers to 
"came viſit che Chriſtians , where he recciued B, 
- þ +1} Cons 
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Conflantins, which was 2 cbief cauſe of his deaih, 
Alexins the fonne followed his Fathers exam-+ 
ple in providing for the ſpirituall neceſſities of. 
Chriſtians; for which cauſe he was made worthy 
ro follow himallo in ſuffering death for Chrift.- 
Antony had betaken himlelfe to a retired life in- 
the ſame plice, for the reaſons which had mos. 
ued Luke to his retirement, He was an humble! 
lincere, and very charitable man:he did not only 
vir rhe ficke, but kept them alſo oftentimes in, 
his owne houſe, therby-ro prouide the, bercer 
for them : healwaieslodged.our Fathers in jhis 
houſe, and was ordinarily employed inthe ex+ 
ercile of either ſpirjruallorcorporall wor kes of 
mercy: in recompence-wherot he was bnally re» 
warded withthe palamg. of martyrdom The day 
nextenluing after the death of theſe three , was 
beheaded Mary the wife of Luke, who being 
from bome theday before at the time of theis 
combar,andrerurning at nigh: vaderſtogd wha 
had paſſedzandprelently reloluedtogo andpre-

They left her for 
the preſent, becauſe ir was night ; but the next 
day they came againe and receiuing the ſame 
anſwer , led the good old woman to the place, 
where they had beheaded her fonne Alexizs, & 
told her , char 1he mui? either change her Religion 
or dy tbe ſame dearb. She imbraced the latter,and 
kneeling downe with a cheerfull countenance, 
firſt recommended herſelfe ro our Lord, then 
offering her head rothe ſword died with the 
ſweer names of leſus and Maryin her mouth. 
The wife of Luc being thus dead, the per- 
ſecurours exercited their cruelty vpon the chil- 
dren of Alexizs , one of the which Thowas was 
ten yeares old, an other fiue, and the third an 
Infant borne three or foure daies before the Fa- 
thers death, & as yet vnchriſtened. This bloody 
office was committed to a ſeruant of the houſe 
who by order of Figendonos Miniſters cut of 
their heades, All Chriftians had been bap- 
tiſed by our Fathers , except the little girle 
whichwas beprized in her owne blood, A rare 
caſein Tapentis; & which cauſed great admiratio,

ther, cut her in peeces with their Cimitaries, 
So did the mother become an Alc:ar for the pre-

fountaine from whence it ſprung. Magdales the 
elder fiſter, andeldett of the foure,yernor aboue 
the age of thirteene yeares was ſo ſtrengthened 
with the vigour of Gods holy grace that no 
crueky could abare her courage : wherefore 
drawing neare to her mothers body ſhe knelt 
downe cloſe by it (with 'ome holy enuy,ir may 
be, ro her ſiſters heppy lot ) and imploring the 
aſſiſtance of Chrift Teſws and the Virgin Mary, 
was beheaded, and crowned with glory at che 
lanie time, Now had the good old iſabel obtat- 
red the firſt parr of her oefire , which was, a8

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ger,and ſafely placed in heauen:the ſecond was, 
to beare them company , of which ſhe was 
quickly made partaker,yeelding her head toths 
ſword,and her ſoule to heauen,ful fraught with 
the merites of many deathes. 

Such was the glorious end of this thrice 
happy company, very ſutable to their vertuous 
liues. Beatrice was borne of Chriſtian parenrs in 
Tachinogams 2 place in the Hand Quiſuch; . She 
was alwaies religiouſly deuour, and exceeding 
charitable: ſhe hen vibred and ſerved the ficke, 
imitating in thoſe workes of mercy her husbad 
Damian , and ſhe allwaies taught her children 
to open their hartes to no other Jouve , bur of

of cruelty not yer heard of in Ioponis; laue only 
in the (tare of F;rando. The eldeit of theſe three, 
called 4ndreW, was of the age of 25;theſecond, 
named Mancio, of 23; and lobn, who was the 
oungeſt,of twenty one yeares. 

The feruat of God Marie,was native of Noxims, 
an Iland inthe ſtate of Firando;ſhe was borne of 
Chriſtian parentes , and baptized in her infancy 
by our Fathers ; ſhe was ſecond wife vnto Iobs 
Q visLaemone who died in a glorious confeſ- 
fon of his faith; and ſhe followed the forwe of 
his foot ſteppes, both in her life and death. 4s-

Ichael lived in a ſea-port of the ſtate of 

Firando, called Cochs . At ſuch time as 
ſearche was miade after the Chriftiens , the firlt 
whom the Gentiles fell vpon, was Michaell, 
whom they indeauoured by many allurements 
ro withdraw from the faith , whereof he made 
profeſſion, Bur he did hot only ( as indeed he 
ought) ſhevw himlelfe conſtant and reſolute, but 
' addreſſed himlelfe alſo vnto other Chriſtians exe 
horring them, one by one, that they Would netin 
41y Wiſe «handon tho lay of beaney , 18 conflderas 
1108 of any thine Which _ befall them 6n _ 
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He had bred vp his children in ſuch ſorte, and 
inſtilled into them ſuch ſingular con(tancy, thar 
one of them beingraken by ſome of the neigh- 
bours,and for the Ipace of two whole daies(all 
which time they  vithheld him from his pas 
rents) continually ſolicited as well by promiſes 
as threates , although h» was bur a child of "2 
.yeares of age, yet did he ever remaine mo 
firme in profeſſion of his fai:h, replying euer 
vnto-their peſtifzrons perſuaſions; that they mu 
pnderſtand he Was 4 Chriſtian , and reſolued to die 
ſuch . Michael had a mort generous and noble» 
minded woman to his wife , This woman, 
when as ſentence ofdeath was now giue againſt 
the whole family , was much preſſed by lome 
Gentifes that ſh: would give vnto them at leaſt 
herlitle daughter, whom they much defired to 
reſerue from death, and willing'y would haue 
taken vpon themſelues, the care of bringing het 
VP» But this diſcreet Matrone made anſwer 
vnto thing demaund ; that alrbongh they be able 
to conuert this Whole vniverſe into gold, and bad 
the poWer to maks ber Empriſſe of is all , the pro- 
miſe hereof should not moue her ro commut her chil+ 
dren vnto the care of Gentiles. 

The day appointed for their death being now 
arriued, Michael tooke the bigger of his daygh- 
ters , Called Clare, in his armes, and a candle, 
which was lighted, in his hands Yrſuls,putting

lighted; chrew her little infant Magdalens'in to 
her boſome, 'and bearing in her hand another 
light,” ſbut yp this pious proceſhon , And'they 
went with ſuch euidenr demonſtration of their 
ſolid ioy, and namely the child Ioby , thatthe' 
very Gentiles themſelues affirmed, ſuetfcom- 
fort and alacrity could nor proceed from any 
force of nature , were itnor ſuccoured byſome 
Superiour power, Being now cometo thepface 
where they were to die, Vrfuls a women wor» 
thy admiration for her courage, made requeſt, 
that the might be put to death mn the left place;to the 
end ;he might (for rhele were her owne words} 
ſee before he died, the things Which Were motideave 
Pnto ber, placed in 4 bauen of ſecurity « Hereupon' 
the heads-man to doe her the favour, 'ſ{trucke 
off ar one blow with a Simitar the head wfxi- 
chael, who was now already prepared,*&'ghite 
with all a gaſh into the neck of the "ihinocant 
child Clars, who was in her Fathers armes,” 
doubling therefore his blow , he perteQed that 
cruell ate, And thus did the Father being x37 & 
the daughter 7 yeares old , happily end'rheir 
lives, This being done, Iobw roſe up and went 
ynto his mother, requeſting herto binde-vphis 
haire which lay down in his neck, leaſt it might 
be ſome hindrance to the blow, ' when his head 
Was 10 be ſtruke of; and the good mother did it

And then the ſweet 
Ehild , turning vnto him who was to be his 
executioner , and perceiving him to be very 
yourg,ſaid vnto him,if I miſt«ke not. you have yet 
wene? cut off the bead of any one , be therefore adui- 
ed $0 doe your office pith dexrervy ; this laid, he 
ifted yp his eyes and handes ro heauen inua»

but thirty foure yeares of age, The behoulders 

were all ſo amazed with this rareexample, that 
for many daies after, their whole diſcourſe was 
of the conſtancy & generoſity of the Chriſtians, 

Michael was borne in the ki of Tamaro, 
and Yrſuls his wife in Chicumgojembes : =P 
were both of them baptized by our Fathers, 

ſo weretheir children alſo . Michael was a man 
of ſingular deuorion, and much given topraier, 
he faſted alſo and puniſhed his by diſci- 
plines very frequently : and his charity rowards 
the poore was very remarkable . Vrſuls did not 
only imitate her husband , but did both by ex- 


| ample, and words, incite and ſtirre him Pp ro

all vertue. Like vnto theſe parents , was 
Sonne Toby, who (albeit in ſotender age) was 
deuoutly accuſtomed to faſt, not only moſt ſe- 
tardaies through out the yeare,in honour of the 
ever immaculate Virgin, but alſo in time of lent, 
3 daics euery weeks performed the like . They 
perſeuered all in the exerciſes of a good Chr+ 
Ries life, till ſuch rime as they wereall crowned 
with Martyrd6,w hich happened vpon the faxte 
of March,in the yeare 1624, by commaund- 
met of Mifſurs Figendono Prince of Firendo. They

made no accounte thereof, they then looſed 
her; for a complement of their paynim cruelty, 
hauing vtterly diſrobed her of all garments;be- 
hould they tyed her faſt againe, without either 
lence of humanity , or regard vnto the nobility 
of this woman, whoſe anceſtors notwithſtan- 
ding had been the Lords and ſole rulers of that 
Country, Yer ſbe, well furniſbed with a large 
proviſion of patience, did not only ſuffer with 
great indifferency this , as I may ſay vnſuppor- 
table injury , but thriſting for the loue of God, 
afrer more and more torments, ſhe rubbed her 


ſelfe ſo againſt the rough and craggy barke of the |, 


tree, that there powred out ſtreames of blood 
of all ſides of her. W hen the Gentiles perceiued 
this, they ynbound her once more , andgathe- 
ring + blood (enuying the Chriftiaws that 
pledge,which wy knew they would both take 
vp, and conſeruelo carefully, )they faſtened her 
vnto a ſtake, and ſhe puniſhing herſelfe, as ſhe

The death of Thomas Mattaichi. 


#1 Hemas was by edi@ baniſhed his covntry 
for his religion in the yeare 1622, after he 
had been ofte ſolicited by the Paynims, though 
all in vaine, to'abandon his holy faith. But be 
- ſomuch as he was found to bee in a place not 
aboue two leagues diſtant, norice was giuen to 
the Tono thereof, and that he continvee- Chri- 
ſtian : whereupon he gavepreſently order that 
he ſhould be beheaded , He who was deputed 
ro ſee him executed, delivered the meſſage, and 
defired him he would not be offeded with him, 
fince he did only what he was commaunded, 
I am,ſaid the ſeruant of God,fo farre from bemg 
offended With ytu, that | amr much pleaſed With the 
good ill you sbep, and am ſorry the performance of 
your commannd bath put you to ſo great paints, 
This (aid, heſer himlelte inthe way to a little 
Tland called Cofims,there kneeling downeready 
for death, the executioner tould him be maſt 


116 
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riſe once more , and firippe bimſelfe to the gridlt, 
He obeyed, & rifing with no leſle peace of mind 
then ſerenity of countenance, diſaraied himſelfe, 
and then kneeling downe the ſecond time, he 
was beheaded being thirty hue yeares of age. 
He was borne in Xifi,a place amog the [lands 
of Fiande . His Father and aunceſters had been 
Chrift:ans, and he had beene baptized by our Fa- 
thers. He was very deuour, feruent, and much 
addiQted vnto fpirituall thinges z he did attend 
and ſerue his Mother,who yet was living, with 
eat humility:he did helpe and aſfiſt Chriftians 
Foth by example of good life, and countel!;and | 
he was a mirrour of true diligece vnto all them * 
of the Sodality wherof he was : giuing evident | 
demonſtration by continuall exerciſes of piety, 
whar a true iudgment he framed of the painted 
foolery of this world. His death happened vpon 
the third of Aprill 2624 , God all mighty cal- 
ling him to an erernall reward by a ' 4 du- 
ring combat in defence of his holy faith, 


Of fonre others put to death for Religion in the 
Precindte of Firando, 


= He want of good information concerning 
the enſuing Martyrs doth inforce me to 
vſe breuity in relation of their deaths, Toby T4 
exfims Fiyrie, and his lonne Luke, were borne in 
Jin oure, 
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Lanenrs, of Chriftian Parents and aunceftonrs, 
and baptized by our Fathers . The deputies of 
the Toxo, had quickly there eyes vp6 theſe rwo, 
as the principall and noted Chriſtians z3 and 
perceiuing their mindes ſo well fortified, thar 
there was no hope to worke vpon them , they 
ſignified vnro our champions that they were to 
dy «. Thenewes was moſt pratefull both to lob 
and his ſonne, who when they#had pur on fuch 
coats as are vied bythe Confraternity , and ar- 
med themſelves each with a rough difciplinein 
his hand, came ſtoutly vnro che place of ivſtice, 
where they receiued a crowne of their coſtan 
by lofſe of their heades vpon the 18 day of Au- 
guſt, I 624. 

At fuck time as the perſecution was raiſed 4- 
gainſt Chr:ftiens in the Iland of Cochs, there was 
amongſt others in that place , a certaine Cbri- 
fan woman called Marths: Herſonne in lawe 
boulding himſelfe nothing ſafe , ſo long as ſhe 
was in h1s houſe, tould her that ſhe muſt cher 
change her religion or ſecke a new lodging . It 
was now the moſt vnſeaſonabletime of all the 
yeare, thecold was exceſſiue,the whole Coun- 
trie was couered with ſnow , and the chilli 
winds powred themſelues out on every fide: at 
which time, this auncient and graue woman, 
not finding any one, who durſt imertaine her(ſo 
great was the terrour of the impendent perie- 
curion 
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cution') was conſtrained ro wander. oner the 
craggy mountaines and wide helds, where ſlee- 
. pinginthe open aire, and growinge cuen ſtitfe 
with cold, ſhe ended herdajes, lolicary all alone; 
faue that conſtant faith did ener accompany her, 
and a deuout minde which was evuer-ereQting 
her hopes vnto the gates of heauen , and we are 
confident the diuine goodnelle hath layed chem F ! 
open vnto heP. | 
In the beginning of that perſecutiona citizen \ 
of Firandonamed Hierom gaue lome {1gnes In his 
exteriour cariage, that he had abandoned hisre- Þ ® 


ligion z where: his Father in lawe being (can fe 
dalized, who was an auncient and good Chri- - 


ftian, tooke vnto him his daughter, who was 
alſo much offend<d with her husbands faQ,andf} th 
went to Nangaſachi: the young: manaririt was} th 
:all amazed wirh this his lofle; bur commingeat fe: 
- length to himſelfe he made halt after chem, and$ W: 
caſting himlelfe attheirfeete, demaunded par-} the 
don of his:fault; auowingthat be Would rather dy, the 
ztben be indaced to the like againe. The GouernoutY or! 
had notice of the matrer, and thereupon come Wit 
maunded that he ſhould recurne with all ſpeed} mai 
to.theitate of Firando, that otherwiſe he wouldJ reni 
put to death ſo many of his kindred as {hould 
be fond with inhis diſtrict, Herupon the youg- 
man retorned to his owne country, And he was 


no looner atriued , then affailed even by whole 
fro ups 
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troops of the Gentiles, who prefſed him to re- 
nounce his faith. But Hierem , mindfull of the 
promiſe he had made to_his Father in lawe, & 
much more vnto almighty God; made alvaies 
anſwere , that be would efteeme it 4 ſpeciall grace 
& fauour,if be might sbed bis blood for Ieſus Chrift: 
and finally was beheaded vpo the 18 of Auguſt 
1624 in companie of Iobn, and Luke, of whom 
we formerly ſpake , being burz5 yeares of age 
when he {huc vp the period of his life, 

To conclude'in a word, the ttate of Chriſtia- 
nity in Frrando ; the perſecution which indured 
for the ſpace of 2 moneths, was ſo' bloody and 
cruell , that Iaponie hath not hitherto ſeene the 
like; yea ſuch was the ſtrange hercenefle againſt 
the Chriſtians, of thoſe bloedthirfty Paynims, 
that they did not {pare even them, who through 
feare had renounced their religion : one word 
was enough to make them runne deſperate vpo 
the liues of Chriſtians , withour diſtinQion of 
them, who couragiouſly refiſted their impiety, 
or through weaknes gaue ouer themſelues;nor- 
withſtanding there was an expreſle lawe com- 
maunding that ſuch ſhould be ſpared as would 
renounce their faith, Inthe heate of this perſe- 
cution , many worthy Chriſtians were put fe- 
cretly to death, whoſe names as yer are not 
knowne, many alſo were exiled; and ſome (yet 
few there were of thele) gaue I knoyy not what 
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130 The Palme of 
Hgnification in their exteriour , that they had 
forlaken ChriF our Lord : and yet the Genules 
hanged certaine ignes or marks thereof at their 
dooxes , obliging them with all to giue in ſecu- 
rity that they ſhould returne no more vnto our 
holy faith . A thing not heard of before in 14- 
pon, in caſes of that nature : They permit not 
euen vnto children to- haue any thing about 
them , which may be either in publicke or pri- 
uate, a token of their Chriſtiauzt5: and oneforlo 
much as he was accuſtomed to cary beades a* 
bout vnto the Chriftiens , was kept priſoner in 
ſtrait indurancefor a whole yeare. They haue 
ſtritly prohibired in all the Cities of the Coun- 
try , commerce with other Chr;ftiens : nor can 
they indure to heareany thing ſpoken in fauour 
of them, Our Fathers, who were ſome times 
{o well receiued by them of Firendo , may not 
now benamed: and, as they write vntovs, it 
is almoſt incredible what panges thoſe poore 
Chriftians ate in, whom feare made ſeemein the 
exteriour renegados , finding them ſelues now 
deſticute of all helpe : yer they recomend them 
ſelves to God,and expett in the longanimity of 
their hopes, aſſiſtance from his divine hand; 
& their expeQatio hath been ſomwhar ſtregth» 
ned, by the death of two chiefe perſecutors, 
wherof the one vas neere allied, the other, bro- 


ther of the Tone, The kinſman, who indeed w 
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not only a chief Aftour both in the mooning, 
andconrtinuing this perſecution; but ſole caule 
of F. Camille Coſtento his impritonment , and 


the indurance of many others, who haue loſt 
their lives in defence of our holy beleefe z was 
vnexpeedly oppreſſed with a ſudden ceaths 
and not long after the brother, fearing the wrath 
of the Teno,In regard of ſome complaints which 
were made apgainft him; preuented his indigna« 
tion, by ripping vp his owne bowels.

And the officers, declaring that 
all his goods were forfetted, led him vnto thi 
place of execution , a league from Vacamaſu, 
where he dwclled. His wite, aud children,with 
diuerſe other Chriftians, accompanied him ot 
his waye,who ſtreaming forth fludds of teares 
Califtus intreated them chey Would forbeare We 
ping: #7 if they neither Would nor could refraine,th 
should pore out teares of 109 and thankes g1 
ynro the maiefty of almighty God. for that ſo ſpecial 
fauour, be had conferred vpon bim . Being arriue 
at Tabar, the place where he wasto dy, it wa 
permitred vnto himto write vntodinerle of hi 
friends;and he did itin ſuch ſort as it is hard 
ſay, whether his words did ſhew more powe 
fully, his great piety, orſolid ioy. This done | 
clad himi1elfe a new ; that his outward atti

poking themſelues forbapriime. Atfuch time as 
lome-of our Fathers: made yearly vilit in thac 
MFcircuit, he would euer accompany them , pro- 
curing that all the Chriſtians ſhould confeſle;and 

thoſe who were fic for ic, receaue the moſt _—

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ſed Sacrament of the Altar. In a wordfor theſe 
and the like offices of Cbriftian charity , he was 
eſteemed by all the faichfull, as their maſter,and 
a moſt louing Father, W hen the precedent per- 
ſecution began , he was ſentin ro baniſhment, 
but when the fury thereof did relent (as indeed 
he was generally well beloued,) there was ear- 
neſt ſuite made for him, and leaue was graunted 
for his returne , Finally , the divine goodneſſe 
diſpoſing toreward his many labours, made him 
worthy to dy jn defence of his holy faith, by co» 
maundment 6f Fquazagideye Lord of the Ilands 
of Gots.

M Ichael and Quinz.ciemen were with great 


to promote the ſpiritual) good and faluarion of 
their neighbours in the Citty of Ochichs, when 
two of the Too his ſeruars came to Micbael, and 
folliciced him co abandon the faith of Chriſt, ad- 
dipgthat ſuch was the Xogen his pleafure, And 
CO nnn_n as was meet, and might 
be ed from ſuch a ſeruant of God : th 


full of diſdaine,intimated varo him that he mu 
dy. At which words, abundance of ioy did fo 
powreit ſelte downe vpon,and ndealed 
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to the exteriour in ſuch ſort, as it was a preg- 
nant proof of his vadaunted courage . W her- 
fore,gining thankes vnto the who had broughe 
him tydings ſo agreable vato his harrs deface; 
apparelling himſelfe in the attire he vied on fe. 
ſtiuall daies, with great cheerfullneſſe he made 
haſte vnto the place appointed for his death. 
And having ditpoled himſelfe by prayer,he was 
beheaded, on the 29 of Aprill 1624 being ſe- 
uenty two yeares of age when he {uffered . He 
was baptized by our Fathers, being buta child 
in Ochiche, the Citty he where was borne . He 
didexercite himlelf much in vocall prayer, he fa- 
ſed all fridaies, and did often puniſh himſelfe by 
diſciplines . He made frequent excurſions into 
the neere bordering places, not only of the 
eitty, bur country all about, to aſſiſt his neigh- 
bours in their ſpiricuall affaires: he baprized the 
children fuccoured the fick, diſpoſing them to a 
happy paſſage from this lifez and with great di- 
ligence did beſtow himſelfe, in burying their 
dead corps, At ſuch times as the folemne ſup. 
plications of 40 houres prayer were celebra- 
ted, he would beeuer firſt in giuing goodexam- 
ple vnto others;ſo that the renowne of his fin- 

gular piety,cauſed great eſteemeand veneration 

towards him,in all men.

Homas and Gonz,alus , were acculed vnto 

the Gouernour , as noted Chrifizans, and 
leaders of the reſt; and peculiarly, as fauourers 
of them of our Society, inviting and lodging 
them in their houſes, where they might admi- 
niſter the holy Sacraments vato the faithfull in 
Navg4ie,a place fiue leagues diſtant þy leafrom 
Omura., W hereupon Thomas was prelently ci- 
ted to appeare. And diſpatching all bulines with 
his kindred and frinds, he departed, imaginivg 
he was to fee them no more , Being arriued at 
Omurs the officers came to bind him;and he lay- 
ing aſide his poiniard , offered bim ſelfe with 
oreat 
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great humility vnto their bands, Being preſen« 


ted to the indges, it was told him, his life chowld 
be graunted bim,if be would renounce bis faith, but 
he contemning all ſuch preiudiciall offers, was 
ſent back vnto his owne houſe, where he re- 
mained with a ſtraight guard vpon him,till ſuch 
time as he was condemned todie together with 
Ioſeph Gonz.alw, who abour that time was:taken 
priloner with ctuerle other Chriftiaps, ypon an 
accuſatio given in againſt them by the Paynims. 
Itis not poſſible to relate what ſenle afioy thele 
two ſbewed-at their meeting, to ſee, that zhe 
prouicence of allmighty. God had aflociated 
them 1o their death, through whoſe gaogneſle 
during their life they had been contoyued in 
the.exercile of good workes, They gaue thanks 
with {weert interchange to God, and blefled the 
hourein whichthey had been acculed:thenani- 
wating by courſe each the other , they, jointly 
begged forces of his divine, Maieltie , for. that 
laſt combat, Havipg paſſed iathis manner their 
way, they cameas laſt ro Moſuzeme where they 
boch-loſt their heads :..cach. of. them being 64. 
yeares of age; or there about, Their death,bap- 
ned ypon the,zo ot luly 1624., by commande- 
ment of Maſſuza 1c0n and Tobirange Xirpſaiemen 
Gouernours of the ſtate of Qmura. 

Thele two ſeruants of God were borne in 
Nangdia, 4 faite.

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ceiued holy baptiſme ar the hands of onr Fa- 
| thers many yeares before . When the perſecu- 
tion began, the houſe of Thomas lerued for 4 
Church, and his zealous feruour receiving aug- 
ment,by the increaſe thereof, he intertained,not 
only ours , ft alſo other religious, that the 
neighbouring Chrifiens might haue requiſit 
helpe in ſo needfull a rime, Thowss, Was a hus- 
bandman, bur yer rich and wealthy . Gon? «lus 
was by profeſſion a fiſher man:ſuch was his fin- 
alarzeale, that he aided and aſſiſted his neigh» 
urs, nor only in temporall, bur in their {piri- 
ruall affaires, he was much giuen vnto prayer, 
perrmes,&faſting:He faſted thrice euery weeke, 
and thrice enery weeke- did he ſeuerely dilci- 
pline himſelfe. He laboured much for the poore, 
and obrained large almesFor them: he viſited 
the fick with great Aiyiry , and helped to rhe 
freeing of many fro Eerraine errours where 
into they were fallen , procuring with all dili- 
ence that rhe Chriftiens might often frequent 
the holy Sacrament of Confeſſion. But of other 
workes of mercy, the burying of the dead ſee- 
med co be his proper care,and peculiar buſineſſe; 
ſo zealouſly was he intent vnto thar office, 
When ir was neceſſary ro the helpe of Chri- 
Hans, for our Fathers to paſſe ſecretly intoany 
place, he would condu@ rhem in his barge, and 
he would befure they ſhould lodge in his _

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if it were poſſible « W hen as ſundry religious 
men were kept foralonge rime in durance at 
Omurs, he ſuccouredthem with many thinges 
where of they Roode'inwant, and performed 
his charity with ſtrange demonſtration of the 
tender affetio he bare rowards Gods pritoners, 
W hen any would indeauour to'ger the holy bo- 
dies of fuch as had ſuffered in defence of their 
faith, they would alwaies haue recourſe vnto 
GonF7 alas, and adviſe with him , and he would 
addreſle them to the places, & keepe both them 
and the ſacred pledges ſecrerly in his houſe: 
which after, in convenient time he would paſſe 
ouer to Nangaſachi or whither fo euer cls is was

Euery one was attired in his 

owne habit , with his eyes hxed vpon heauen, 

W hen the fire was kindled, which in xegard Mp 
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the ſmale quarity of wood, burned very ſlowly, 
fo that , the rope wherwich Brother Lewss the 
Taponeſe was bound, being conſumed, he might 
haue departed at his pleature, The reſt of his va- 
lorons affociats were jointly wich loud voice 
reciting a Cetraine deuote prayer , and the fire 
ew to aduance it ſelfe ; when he departing 
== his ſtake, with noble contempr of thole 
raging flames, made haſt to doe reverence , and 
kill lubmiſſively the hands of the Priefts his 
companions: then exhorting with a toud voice 
the ſtanders by to imbrace the faith of Chrif 
in which alone is true ſafety and ſaluation , he 
returned generouſly vnto the ſtake againe , and 
leaning him ſelfe vnto it , without any further 
tying, (for he was already ſufficiently bound in 
the bands of charity to Chrift our Lord ) he en- 
dured, without ever mouing him ſelfe,the fury 
of thole flames, vntilf at length he rendred his 
Inuincible ſoule ro Gad., The others were al 
ready lo oppreſſed with the ſmoke & bre which 
hadnow taken poſſeſſion oftheir mouthes,that 
they could nor as they wiſhed, expreſle them- 
{elues;yer ſhould you heare them now and then 
breake forth into thoſe ſonereigne names of Is 
ſus and Mar;e whole aide the | ranOn of God 
1mplored 1n their torments, Father Michael Car- 
naglio,for as much as there had bee more wood, 
and a more vehement her about him , was the 
lecond 
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ſecond who dyed , after he had giuen diuerle 
arguments of his ſtout courage, and extraordi» 
nary coſtancy, Father Les Safſandra,s loponeſe, 
of the Order of Saint-Francs, dyed inthe third 

lace. He, obſeruing that the cordes where 
wich he had beene tyed , were now conlumed 
by the fire, was cefirous before he breathed forth 
bis holy loulg, to goc and doe reverence vnto 
the Prieſts his. companions z but making aſlay, 
2nd not þeing able ro moue himlelte, his feete 
being already burned , he remained at his owne 
ſtakez from whence doing reuerence with pro- 
found inclination vnto thole two his compg- 
nions, who yer werealiue, he dyed with con- 
ftancy worthy a Religious man adorned with 
lo remarkable vertue as himſelf, The other 
two remained , the fire not well approching to 
them, andin particular to Father Lew Secello. 

Theexecuters of this cruelly reſolued to take 
ſome quantity of (trawe and other dry litter, and 
ſexcing it on hre, they deuidedit into rwo parts, 

and yex for all this, their piles not burning very 

violently , gaue matcer of more irkelome tor- 
ment tochele lervanges of God, They remained 
therfore 3 houres in the fire, euer immouable, 
conſuming away in lingering ſlow flames;afrer 

which ſpace of time they ended the courſe of a 

combar ſo much more glorious, as it was pro- 

duced longer , vpon thez5 of Aug, 1624 by ate 
K3 Cer 
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der of the Gouernonrs of Omure & Nangaſachi, 
The —_ champions of Chri being dead, 
that rhe Chriftia»s might not enjoy their bleſſed 
bodies, they burned them even ro cinders;theg 
putting, the aſhes into a ſack, and advancin 
themlelues into the wide lea, there did thols 
impious officers caſte them abroad:yea they ſet 
fome to watch the pl:ce where they had luffe- 
red, leſt any bone or ſmall relicke which might 
be left;ſhould be raking away. Yerirhath plea- 
fed God,notwithſtanding all the diligence of 
the Paynims, that the Cbrifti4ns found certaine 
bones, and peeces of ſtakes ro which they had 
beene bound, which were taken vp , and are 
conſerued, A mancan not explicate how great 
the admiration of the Gentiles was, and the 
confuſion of ſome renegados, who found them- 
ſelues preſent at the ſpeacle, And they con- 
fefled all,thatthe ordinary heate which rhe lea- 
fon itſelfe brgught with it being vnſupporta- 
ble, they could not ynderſtand by whar forces 
theſeruanrsof God were able to refiſt ſoimmo» 
uably the lingring flames of the flow fire, 
Father Michael Caruaglio , by nation Portu- 
heſe, was borne in the City Brage: he entred 
jato the Socrery when he was twenty yeares of 
age,and having ended his ſtudies of Philolophy, 
he imbarked tor 11s in the yeare 1602; where 
he both heard,and read Diuinity with great ſa- 
tisfation; 
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Chriftian Fortitude 158 
riefation:being 4.0 yeares ofage and ſome what 
more, he demaunded with diligent and earnelt 
fuire, that he might be ſent into Chins, thar fo 
he mighr wallet i (ſhould be poſſible, into Tepe= 
is » Having obtained leaue, he went toſea in 
agalley, rogether with one more of the Sociery; 
bur ſuffering ſhipwrack in their waygthey landed 
vypon the coalte of Malacs , where continuing 
the voiage on foote, in great penury and want, 
chey came at lait vnto the Citty of Mao: from 
hence Father C aruaglio, by appointment of his 
Superiours, ſhipped in ſecular attire, tor Isponis, 

in company of ſome other Portugbeſes, and he 
was permitted to paſſe 'vnder title of an Indies 
fouldier, Being arriued at Navgsſechi,they were 
all ſtrily examined, he only excepted; Sothart 
coming ro land he procured to find outa cer- 
taine Porrugheſe , in whoſe houle he made hjs 
aboderill tuch time as he was ſent into the Ilad: 
of 4macuſa,to learne the language, In that Land 
he ſundry times fell fick, as well for lack of food 
and neceflary ſuſtenance,as for the immoderate 
colds of that clymart , The ouerplus of histime 
which was not employed in ſtudy of the lan= 
guage, be ſpentin prayer, which ina mannerhe 
alwaies performed kneeling, He would not lay 
holy maſſe, cill rſt he had {penta whole houre 
either in reading ſpirituall bookes or meditating 
by way of prepazation ; in the performance of 
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that dreadful ſacrifice he ſhed teares'in abun- 
dance; and having ended ir, he would ſpend an 
other houre inthanks-giuiog, He was much de- 
vored vnro the B,: Virgin. He dilciplined him- 
ſelfe every day; and vpon the vigiles of folemne 
feaſts ewice, powring out ſomtimes by the ſcars 
of | hat rigorous jnſtrument , great quantity of 
his blood. Heworeina manner alyyaiesa rag- 
geo harecloth,& ſometimes notcotenting him 
elfe rherwith ; afrocke of frozen ad hard iron 
ſerued him tor a ſhirt. He faſted 3 daies euery 
weeke , but on the eue of chief fealts, and all 
the fridaies of the yeare , his abſtinence was in 
bread and water only, He added almes to his fa- 
Ring , giuing away for the loue of God ,, now 
part, now all chat where on he {hould hane fed, 
In a time of great dearth, he ſonghr for almes 
with much feeling and compaſſion,and-hauing 
procured fome quantity, he diuided it all ynra 
the poore, and needy; and namely to the pea- 
ſanrs andcoun''y people . Hauing learned the 
language in Tuch fort that he coutd heare con- 
feſſons, he dedicared himlelte ynto the helpe 
of lovies, with admirable ternour till aclength, 
in the27 yeare of his being in the Seciery, the 
47 of bis age, profeiled of 4. vowes, he hniſhed 
thecourle of- his daies, in Omure, bauing al- 
wales led rather an Angelicall , then morrall 
life , as was the conſtapr report of all fuch ay 
were conuerſant with him. | The 
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The ſtate of Chriftianiſme in T46450, 


Hereare in ſundry Relideces eight Fathers 
* and one brother with their Dogickes, ro 


aide and afſilt the Chriſtianity of Tacace : and of 


the elder fort of people a hundred and twelug 
have beene already baptized, Ar whattime the 
Chriſtians of Tagaco lived in peaceable tranquil 
licy they were vnexpectedly acculed vnto Maſ- 
ſura Bungondono for burying the dead, in the 
gadnes of their houles . Bungondone was 8 
great friend of all poliſhed nearnes; lo thar, in- 
cenſed with dildaine, he commaunded that all 
the Chrifiians {hould deliuer the bodies of the 
dead vnio the Bongi,that otherwaile their goods 
ſhovid all be forfeited , The Chriſtians vnder- 
itanding therot began ro lulpeC, this might be 
a begining of ſome luch perſecution as was al- 
reacy on toote in lends, \wherfore giuing notice 
to our Father who remained there, and diſpoe 
ſing themalclues diuerſly ro death , which hed 
beene thieatned them together with confiſca- 
tion of cheir good:; they teſtihed by giuing vp 
their names(as they were ready to ſhew in taR,) 
that they Would rather die, then transgrefſe the lap 
ef God. T he Genciles, who elteeme the Chriſtians 
or opiniatres and obſtinat people , hauing vn» 


decitood here of , prevailed lo tar with the Toxe 
| that 
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that he ſhould appeaſe him ſelfe and diſſemt 
the marter, notwithſtading choſe ſharye threat, 
he had publiſhed, 

There was a Gentile conuerted by occaſion 
of a Chriſtian child , with only obſeruing how

the reaſon therof: and the child with great zeale 
making anſwer, becauſe,[aid he I will not remains 
in that houſe Where the divell d Wells. And he ſpoke 
this wirh ſuch efficacy , that the renegado en- 
tring into himſelfe,rouzed as it were from ſome 
deepe lethargy,reuiewed his errour,and viterly 
forſaking all Idolls liueth at this preſent, as a

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The Reſidence of Amacuſs, end miſcions of : 
the kiwgdom of Fings, 


Here reſideth in Oianzs, one of the Ilands 
of 4macuſa,a Father of our Society, who of- 
ten times, howbeir not wichour great trouble 
and daunger paſſeth into Finge,to vifite & com=- 
fort the Cbriſtians of thar kingdom, 

A certaine youngman hauing received bap= 
tiſme, one of the Bonzs did complaine therof to 
his Father with great clamour and contention, 
adding many threates that he would accuſe him 
to the Gouernours : but perceauing loone after 


- thatthe Chriſtians were accorded by common 


conlent, to aduenture their whole eſtates, (uffer 
baniſhment, yea looſe their lites if ſo ic ſhould 
be neceſſary , for deferice of the new Chnflian, 
and theirfaith; chaunged his minde: and fo rhe 
troubles which were begining in thar place fell 
to nothing, 

Ar ſuch cime as one of our Fathers came into 
acercaine towne to viſite the Chriſtians, a prin- 
cipall officer of rhe Toxo, gauenocice vio him 
who was chiete amongſt the Chriſtians, that our 
Fathers might not be ledged, andibat be should be 
mindfull there of, nor preſutne to doe 4, for a5 much 
45 be would ſeverely punish the tr 21greſiours of that 
appomrment . W hereunto the Chrifties made 
anlwer: 
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anſwer; that be Was ready to vndergoe What 0 
ewer punisbment,and that be might therfore do What 
be thought good, The Paynim, having heard that 
reſolute an{wer & vnderſtading ther by that the 
Chriftian was prepared either to be outlawed or 
execute for his faith paſſed no farther in the 
matrer, 

Many haue beene confirmed in their faith, by 
occaſion of a little child, wham one of our Fa» 
thers as he was teaching the Chriſtian dofrine 
diſcouered to beare continually vpon his naked 
ficſha horrid rope ſtraight gi:ded abour him,to 
doe, as he laith, pennancefor his finnes, The 
ſame Father foundalſo a woman, who now for 
many yeires had abſtained from eating fleſb, in 
ſatisfation of a vow mad? vntothe molt Bleſſed 
Virgin, vato whom ſherecommended her elfe, 
begging by her aſſiſtance that ſhe might eſcape 
the his of che Gentiles with whom {he dwelr, 
& had 0b:ained the fauour even when ſhe leaſt 
imagined , Albeit the Prince of Fingo was not 
very vehemec in perſecuting the Chriſtians, not- 
withſtanding one of his principall attendants in 
abſence of his Lord, defirous to gratify the Xs- 

gus, hath cauſed one Lewis, and Mary his wife, 
to be apprehended , whom he holdcth priſo. 
ners in the Caſtle of Taſſuxi0,and viech diuerſe 
meanes to moleſt them. They haue hecherro re- 


mainedconſtant,aſſiſted and holpen by F. Fran- 
| ci 
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> Boldrino , who makes diverſe excurſions to 
ſuccour the Chriſtians of thoſe parts, God grave 
them perſeuerancezfor they exſpe@ to dy,as wel 
as the reſt, 


The Reſidence of the kingdom of Chigugen and 
miſsions thereof. 


He two Gouernoors, between whom the 
« Þ kingdom of Chigugen is devided, to fhew 
their fidelity to the Xogun, firſt exiled all Chrj- 
ftians ſtrangers , and then began to put forth 
cruell edits againſt the inhabicants; all which 
the ſtout folloyyers of the lawe of Chrift our 
Lord hauecouragiouſly ouercome:though true 
itis, ſome few are found who haue fallen off 
fro their holy defigne, One of theſe Gouernours 
cauſed to be brought before him a principal] and 
chiefe Chriſten, a man welthy in riches, butri- 
cher in faith, This man, being threatened with 
d:ath, in lieu of other anſwer, offered his head 
ready to the {word : wherat the Genti!l not a 
lictle aſtoniſhed, commaunded for the preſent he 
ſhould depart our of his preſence,admoniſhing 
him, that bs ſhould thinke berrer , and that he 
would afterwards call for him againe. In an e- 
thertowyne they vied the like threats to an other 
Chriſtian , but not being able ro compaſle their 
wicked intents, the Gentils , having ſent bim 
home, 
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home, they addreſſed officers, ro apprehend hig 
wife, and confiſcate all his goods. The newes 
was no {ooner intimated , when that conſtant 
woman turning to her husband,(3id,there could 
no better tidings haue beene brought vs;whet- 


fore take no further Goo of me: and forth- | 


with, taking her little infant in herarmes, wich 
great feryour put her ſelfe on the way towards 
the Iudges , to give account of herlelfe : but a 
meſſenger mer her ſoone on the way, who gave 
notice, that for the preſent ſhe was ro returne, 
and ſhould be called forſome other time:and in 
cocluſjon as well chele named, as the reſt of that 
place were permitted to liue quietly: their pre- 
fentreſolunion, giuing a cleere remonlitcance of 
of their furure conſtancy, 

In Tanacs the Gouernours experieced no leſle 
promprneſſe in the Cbriftians, to ſuffer either ba- 
niſhmentor death; for many hauing beene mo- 
leſted; none were ouercome ; andſomenot to 
put themſclues into further dauger, tooke vpon 
them a voluntary exile, where they remained 
poorein commodiries, but rich in merics in the 
ſight of God, A certaine Cbrij2 comming vnto 
an other Cirty, the Chbr:fl:ans ot that place de- 
maunded of him , Þber fore be bad abandoned bis 
one Country? he made an{wer,cthat be might not 
abandone his fath.Bur the Chriſtians inhabicancs 
ef chis Cicry reprehended him ſharply and -=_ 
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bim; to fly Was figne of 4 daſtard,and therfore that 
he should returne, and if neceſsity should ſo require, 
not doubt to ſpend his life in ſugb 4quarrell , The 


' Chniftian hearing this, imagining he was obli- 


ed toreturne, withour delay made haſt vnto 
bis Country, Being returned , aBonZio a friend 
of his had ſoone elpied him, and imagining he 
bad renounced his faith began to congratulate 
the marter with him, Butthe Chriftians let him 
vnderſtand that be Was wot only,not chaunged, but 
that the reaſon of bis returne Was,that be might dy 
is bonour of Cbrift our Lord « W hereupon the 
Bonxio grew into ſuch dildaine , that be sWores 
be would find out meanes to vexe bim, But it plea- 
fed Godt hatall did fade and fall conothing, for 
the Gouernour how be it he was informed of 
the whole matter, yethegave order the Chri- 


' flian ſhould be no farther moleſted, 


Father Iulian N4ca#74, of our Society (one of 
thoſe foure Iaponeſi,who by meanes of our Fa- 
thers came Embaſladours to Rome to render 
obedience,in perſon of their Princes to his Ho- 
lyneſle)hath care not only of this kingdom, bue 
of thole alſo of Chigugen and Bugen, It hath (0 
fallen out that in diuerle places his viſits hap« 
ned in the very time of the troubles and perie+ 
cution, by which occafion he hath ſuffered very 
much:and his weakneſle ſomrtimes was {o great, 
either in regard of the toyle of hus journey , or 
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violent eppreſſion of famine, that not beirig abld 


to mone himſelfe, He vyas caried in mens armesy; 
The kingdom of Chigngth being deuolued vntg 
the Kings ſoniies by the death of their Father 
it ſeemed good vato the Gonernours to perie« 
cute the Chriftiens , as deeniing that no vnhict 
meanes to conlerue the Xogan in good liking 
towards their new Lords: but the moderacion 
of the officers hath beene ſuch, that no great 
trouble hath befallen rhe Chriſtians vypon this 
occaſion; 

The Chriſtians of 4quizugsi haue giuenabun« 
dant teſtimony of their conſtancy. A good Chr 
fiian woman ; wife voto a noble Paynim , had 
hererofore beene much moleſted by her hus- 
band: but now , the rude barbarian proceeved 
fo far as to clap a hote fire brand to her naked 
fleſh, vowing he would vſe her yer more harcly 
if (he would not recant, Yer ſhe not dauned 
with this cruelty, remaines {til} conſtant in cons 
feſſion of Chriſt; begging ( as ſaith a Father of 
ours)with greart inſtance, of his diuine Maiefty, 
that he will not abandone her:a1d thefame Fa- 
ther affirmes, thatſhe is moſt ready to ſuffer alt 

oſſivle torment, inſo holy acauſe. 

Act this preſent Foſocats T eichndono, ſonnero 
Nangeochayuchs ruleth in the kingdom of Bu- 
gen, This man is different from his Father, and 
wellaffeQed vnto our affaires, reſembling ther- 
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in rather his Mother, called Grace, whom we 
haue often mentioned in our former hiſtories, 
for a woman of good life and great feruour in 


profeſſion of our holy faith. 


The Reſidence of the Kingdom of Bunge, 


Efore the perſecution gr 44 
B of the elder fort baptized in this kingdom, 
beſides thoſe, who repenting themſelues ranne 
back into the lap of our holy mother the church, 
In ſome of thole the iuſt chaſtilement of God 
hath particularly appeared. For of many poſlef« 
ſed perſons, diuerle haue beene found to be ſuch 
as had abandoned their faich . The ;houſe of a 
certaine Chriſtian chaunced to be burned , and 
when the hire had conſumed all things to aſhes 
he ſer himſelfe ro ſeeke cerraine moneys which 
he had in a cheſt when the fire firſt rooke , Bug 
in lieu of his money , which he looked for, he 
found what he ſought not : for as much as dife 
perſing the cinders to and fro, he found three 
pitures of Saintes which were glued vpen 8 
bord,and yer had {uffered no domageby the fire: 
he found more ouer , ſome payres of wooden 
beades , which he knew to be ſuch as had par- 
dons to them , he perceived that others vwers 
burned, which had not the Indulgece,as he very 
wel oblerued. The —_ ——— 


= 
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the accident , hold thoſe pifures and hallowed 
beades, in great reuerence , and are much cons 
firmed in their faith, 

There doe reſide in Bunge two ſeruants of 
the Xogux , for no other reipet then' only to 
giue notice vnder hand of all that paſleth in 
that kingdom: and the Gouernours are not ig- 


norant here of . So that fearing to be acculed 


they haue began to perſecute the Chriftiens in 
ſuch ſort, that in mans memory there bath not 
beene the like, cither for politicall m—_— 
ediQtes , threates, or troubleſome perſuahions, 
Father Ioannes de Cofts to whom the care of 
thoſe Chriftians is deputed, hath beene ſo ch 
«cd from place, to place that not finding any 
who durſt receaue him, he hath beene forced to 
retire himſelfe into the furtheſt and moſt re: 
mote confines of the kingdom , together with 
one Dogicke and one ſeruant; and the perlecu- 
tion baſtned fo faſt after him , that it had almoſt 
driven him out euen from thole forlorne ple 
ces. But hauing ouercome all that difficulty, 
he incurred imminent danger of his life,through 
a deadly ſickneſſe , where into he tell , as well 
through thejincommodities of his dwelling, as 


- continual and toylſome jorneies to diverle pla 
+ Ces in ſuccour of the Chritiexs, of whom how- 


beit ſome few are revolted , yet far more are 


they , who hauing indured fierce combats by 
the 
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the faith of Chrit, remaine valiant and vnuanys 
quiſhable. 

Linus, of whom we haue ſpoken in our for- 
mer relations , after many #nr—ein for- 
merly endured , hath together with many 0- 
ther now latly beene outlawed, with his wife 
and Children , he hath ſuffered wonderfull 


" much, nor finding any one who would inter« 


tertaine him, till at laſt he chaunced vpona Chri- 
fan , called Iobn Diogo; who, hauing friendly 
receaued him and all them of his company into 
his houſe, nor Jong after was conſtrained him» 
ſelfe ro goe into baniſhment for Chriff our 
Lord, and trauel} through many places not fin- 
ding any one, who euer would lo much as lodge 
him: ſuch was the feare and terrour of Xogus 
his law . Yet he endured all wixh ſuch patience 
that many vnderſtanding what had befallen 
him, left their country of their owne aceord, 
that they might not be in daunger to leaue 
there faith . An other Chriftian called Organ- 
tinus , of 76 yeares of age and more, hath al- 
ready beenetryedin 5 ſeucrall perſecutions,and 
remained euer vitorious , This man, as an old 
ſoldier, and knowne for luch of all men, wasin 
liar manner moleſted by the Tone: but all 

is indeauours were fruſtrate : for this our ex- 
—— warrier did neuer {hew any the leaſt 
ene of leuity or vnconſtancy ; whereopan the 
L 2 Tone 
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Tono in great admiration commaunded one day, 
that he ſhould depart from him, and retire to 
his owne houſe, remaining with in doores 
without taking any ſuſtinance,fo that he ſhould 
ſtarue with famine , This good Chriftien re- 
mained foure daies without raking any foode, 
and his wife did the like, imagining they did 
an atte of high merit: bur finding themlelues 
much weakened through hunger, they ſent vnto 
our Father, to know what they wereto doe in 


- thatcaſe : and having anſwer that they ſhould 


take their foode, they did 1o, and ſtraight reco- 
nered there corporall forces : having already 
pa vnto the Texe (who afterwarward mo» 

ted them no more) an aflay of the interiout 
forces of their mind, to defend, by diuineaſſi- 
Gſtance, our holy faith, 

An other auncient Chriſtian,called Toby Man 
goſuquz a ſeruant ſormtimes of Inſtus T4c4y aman- 
exndons, hath beene proued by diuerle aſlayes: 
but he ever an{wereth, cheat Infius bis Lord With 
diner[e others of bus company died for their faith, 
and that be alſo Would take great comfort , if 6 
ther by :Word or fire be might in his death follow 
the foorfteppes of thoſe , Whom during their life he 

9 wich eſteemed. So that for the preſent he 1s 
y appointment of the Gouernours kept pri- 
foner in ſuch ſort, as no man may be admitted 
to ſpeake with him , and expeQtth day by day 
ro 
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to looſe his life for his Religion, 

The death of Leo MiJ aqui Xinyemon and of 
bus three ſonues. 


N one of the perſecutions paſt, Leo gave ſome 
ſignes in the exteriour, as if he had forſaken 
being a Chriſtian : but he cancelled ſoone after 
by penance that errour , At ſuch time therfore 
as this preſent ſtorme aroſe, calling vnto him 
his eldeſt ſonne, he told him that this time 
he would ſhew an other manner of reſolution, 
and that hee was determined , that neither feare 
of any What ſo ever torment, nor inordinate affe- 
&10n and lou euen to life it ſelfe , 1hould be able to 
induce bin to commu the like faulte : Wherefore if 
hee, as bemg but young, Would rather depart, for 
ſome other place, then remaining expoſe him ſelfs 
to further daunger , that be Would procure bun 
meanes and opportunity, The lonne hauing vnder- 
ſtood his Fathers opinion and defigne, finding 
it for his purpoſe, anſwered; he would goe his 
waies, The called he his three other ſonnes,de- 
maunding of them whether they would eſcape 
away with their brother, or ſurely abide with 
him?

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many yeares: bur ſoone after coming to him 
ſelfe, he repented of his fate , and with many 
teares , demaunded humbly pardon of God , 
putting himſelfe in priſon with his Father, and, 
other brothers,confeſſing a new with great cou- 
rage the faith of Chriſt. The three brothers were 
called one day before the officers to be exami- 
ned : and many torments were inflifted vpon 
them,inthe place; The firſt was by water which 
they inforce men ro drinke in exceſſive quan- 
tity ; but for as much as this torment, though 
very painfull, ſeemed to the Iudges, not pow- 
erfull enough ro worke their intent, they com- 
maunded that about the calfe or brawny parts 
of theirlegges, ſhould be ſtrait bound cerraine 
canes bigger then thoſe which we have, which 
cutting the skinne in ſundry places, draw torth 
the blood, in great abundance , of ſuch as vn- 
dergo the tormer. It is not yet certainly knowne 
Wherefore they were tortured in this manner, 
but the Common voice is, for wort declaring the 
reaſon Why their eldeft brother fled , and for that 
bemy ſolicited to for ſake theinfauh, they did never 
give ay by any the leaft word thereunto. The Gene 
tils remained wholly amazed, & made knowne 
vnto the Toxes Father, how the matter had paſ- 
led; and he, after diuerle conferences and con 
fulcations had with his lonne, concludes, hat 
they would ſend yato thole leruants of the Xo-

was their opinion , They hauing vnderſtood 
how all had ſucceeded, as Paynims, and eni- 
mies of our holy lawe, made an{wer that it Was 
meete they sbould all be executed. All things wers 
preſently diſpatched according to the opinions 
ofrheſe men, and ſo there was forthwith a mel+ 
' ſenger addrei[ed vnto Leo ro intimate vnto him 
thelentence, from the Tono, who promiſed him 
that afrer his death, his eldeſt ſonne ſhould be 
called backe and much honored ; Our valorous 
Leo reioyced much here at, and gaue thankes 
vnto him who had broughr him the neves; & 
he declared what till thac rime he had kept fe. 
cret, to wit, that he had cauſed bis ſonne to ith- 
dra'p bimſelfe , to the end that being a Chrithan be 
might not expoſe himſelf to rhe daunger of forſakmy 
bis faith : Whence he conieftured that although be 
Were Yecalled, be Would not returne to that place 
Whilft the daun gee sbould continus. He added that 
he Was ſory for that the ifficer bad beene put to thoſe 
pames about him the time before, When the Chriſtians 
Wereexamined ; and that he Was ſory from his bart 
for bis having then obaied the Tono: for that albert, 

be ſeemed in his exteriour to bane rexolted, yet did 

be ener w his interv0ur adbere vnto Chrift our Lord: 
AndT bope laid he this day Wherein I aw to dy, I 
ball purchaſe end recouer againe, What ſoener then 
T loſt through feare And hauing ſpoken in this 
manner, 
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manner, he went forth with his ſonnes, and 
tooke his way towards the place appointed for 
theirdeath , Leo, accompanied his ſteps with 
thoſediuine wordes of the Angelicall Salutation 
and fo foone as he came with in ſight of the 
place in which by lofle of his life, he was ro gine 
in his laſt evidence and declaration of his faith, 
he put of his ſhooes and (tockings , thar ſo he 
might goe with all poſſible reverence vntothat 
place wherein he was tody for Chrift , Being 
now euen at the goale, where vnto they ſo wil- 
lingly made haſt, the z ſonnes ſtoode with eyes 
fixed vpon the heauens, when their Father bad 
them giue atcentive eare vnto what he ſhould 
tell chem: Tou muſt then ynderiiand, (aid he, that 
Jou are butearth, and that all things contained is 
this Wide vniuerſe, Were created as beipes for man,to 

)ibe ſaluation of bis ſoule ; Which at this inſtant you 
are to offer ynto God, Who thereſore hath crgated you 
that be might confer ypon you the bliſſe of cternall ſal- 
nation. He added hcere vnto diverle other edi» 
fcatiue [peeches, when one of the Tones ſonnes, 
a youth of tender yeares arriuing there, the offi- 
cers that he might ſpeake no more tooke octa- 
fion to ſtop their mouthes in luch ſort thatthey 
eov1d nor vtter any word. 

The young youth , who came purpoſely to 
be preſent at this ſpeRacle, was deſirous to lee 
how well their Simicars would cut , and ther-

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fore the officers would not pur the condem- 
ned perſons to death as they were atcuſtomed 
to doe, but ina more inhumane, batbarous and 
cruell faſhiong co wir, taking their blow from 
above the rightarme1n ſuch torte that the wea- 
pon iſſue forth vnder the lefre, or contrary, not 
ynlike vnto the faſhion in which our deacons 
weare aſtole;and to give more content vnto the 
youg Barbarian, they tyed every, ones right hand 
vnto aſtake,and thus prepared they came forth, 
firſt Teo, and then his ſonnes, whilſt the Barba- 
rous Paynim recreated himſelfe, with his atten» 
dants to ſee how ſharpe thoſe ſwords or Simi- 
tars were, which with one blow pearſing both 
fleſh ani bones would cut the body from fide 
to fide, andin an inſtant deuide a man in two, 
Leo w23 60 yeares of age ; AndreWv 25; Thomas 
233 and Iobn twenty: as well the Father as his 
ſonnes, were borne in a part of the kingdom of 
Bungo, called Togi, They dyed on the 28 of May 
1624, by commaund of Inabs Friecodono , Lord 
of yſuqui a Principall place of the kingdome of 
Buys, 
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
